ANNEXATION ALL ALONG THE LINE. 

Between the rising and the setting of yes- 
‘terday’s sun Chicago added 130 square miles of 
land to its area, and a quarter of a million souls 
to its population. As a hen gathereth her 
chickens under her wings” so did Chicago 
gather in the suburbs and their inhabitants. 

As a result of yesterday’s election the 
Towns of Lake and Jefferson, the Village and 
Township of Hyde Park, the City of Lake 
View, and a small strip of Cicero were an- 
nexed tothe city. This was anticipated by 
nearly all, exceptas to Lake, where it was 
feared the antis, intrenched in power and 
flush with money, might temporarily defeat 
annexation. Buteven there the taxeaters, 
with Buck McCarthy at their head, were 
repudiated. The antis fought hard. They got 
out every vote they had. But they could not 
stand up against the vest-pocket vote. They 
could not resist the men who had in their 
pockets tax bills which told them that they 
would be ruined if they were not annexed. 
The officehelders have themselves to blame. 
If they had not sheared the sheep so close 
they might have been successful. It was 
taxpayers versus taxeaters, and the former 
won. 

Chicago now stands in point of population 
certainly third and probably second of Amer- 
icun cities. It has a population, at a low es- 
timate, of 1,100,000. Brooklyn claims but 
about 800,000, and is thus left in the rear. 
When the school census was taken in May, 
1888, Chicago bad 802,000 people, and the sub- 
urbds annexed yesterday 155,000. During the 
thirteen months which have passed since then 
there has been nothing to check the growth 
of the city or the towns which adjoined it. 
There has been no panic, there have been no 


| labor troubles. Therefore the percentage of 


gain during the last year has not beeu less 
than for the two years preceding. This, 
under rather than over estimating, gives to 
Chicago, within the old limits, including the 
early spring annexations, about 880,000. To 


‘that the just annexed suburbs have added 


about 220,000 (85,000 in Lake, 72,000 in Hyde 
Park, 52,000 in Lake View, and 10,000 in Jef- 
ferson). A few hundred were gained by the 
annexation of the small strip of Cicero. The 
census of 1890 will show whether this city or 
Philadelphia is to stand next to New York. 
In 1880 Philadelphia had 847,000 people. Dur- 
ing the preceding decade it had gained 25 
percent. If it has not been gaining more 
rapidly during the present ten year period it 
will have but 1,100,000 next year. There is 
nothing toindicate any excessive growth 
there, and there is good reason to believe 
that 1890 will find it tagging at the heels of 
Chicago. 

The area of Chicago is now 170 square 
miles. This will doubtless give rise to jests 


and jeers, and the city will be asked if it 


means to give each of its inhabitants a veg- 
etabie garden. It must be admitted that a 
city which is twenty-four miles one way and 
from four to eight and a half the other does 
sprawl over considerabie land. It is the 
largest city on this continent. Much of this 
territory—purely farming land as yet—Chi-. 
cago did nct want, and would not have taken 
if it had been given any choice. But there 
was no help for it. It had to take all or none. 
It had tried once before to annex parts and 
parcels of towns but failed at it. So it went 
the whole figure and now has within its lim 
its land which will be used only as farming 
property during the rest of this century at 
least. It will try, however, to fill up most of 
these desert places, and in the course of 
time it will make them biossom like the rose. 
Could it have had its way it would have an- 
nexed more people and fewer acres, but it 
had to take the land along with the people. 
It may further be said in reply to this sneer 
that so faras it is true that Chicago has 
taken in some sparsely settled territory it 


has not in this way added much to its popu- 


lation. The gains of people have been in the 
densely popuiated Towns of Hyde Park, Lake, 
and Lake View, and in those portions of the 


1 towns which closely adjoin Chicago and are 


separated from it only by imaginary lines. 
Chicago does not care for the increase of 
area without people and does not boast of it. 

As soon as the result has been officialiy an- 
nounced the city will take possession of its 
new domain. Doubtless there are some 
antis who will begin suit to test the legality 
of the Annexation act, but they have fewer 
friends in the Supreme Court than they had 
@ year ago, and the voice of the people has 
been too emphatic to be set aside on a tech- 
nicality, if one can be found. The suburbs 
are in “for keeps” and they cannot be put 
out. In less than a year from now nearly all 
the antis of yesterday will be recon- 


structed and will be professing loyalty to 


Chicago and swearing that they were 
original annexationists. But ,they cannot 
steal that glory from those men who enlisted 
in the cause when it was weak and odious, 

who have steadily fought the good fight, ana 

have at last won the victory. The old annex- 
ationists feel happy today.

THE PRESS CLUB'S BEREKF IT.“ 

It is high time that the Press Club of Chi- 
cago should abandon its practice of levying 
tribute upon the dramatic and musical pro- 
fession. Neither the practice itself nor the 
manner in which it is planned and carried 
out commends itself or ever has com- 
mended itself to members of the club 
who have any self-respect, to the public 
whose sympathy it should deserve, or to the 
professional men, women, and little children 
who are the victims of its policy. If the club 
is not able to pay its running expenses as 
other clubs do then it should ask for volun- 
tary contributions or disband. No club is a 
necessity nor are the objects for which clubs 


ing purely luxurious, the members should 
pay for their privileges or go without. 

The manner in which the Press Club 
raises its funds each year has no parallel 
among organizations of the kind except in 
one city. 

Members of the club know well enough 
that members of the musical and dramatic 
professions, however much they may dis- 
like to make a gratuitous appearance for 
the benefit of the club’s finances, will not 
refuse for fear that they may be punished by 
the newspapers and suffer from indifference 
atthe hands of critics even if they do not 
encounter actual animosity. Conversely, 
they may imagine that they will be indul- 
gently treated by the press if they appear at 
the Press Club benetit. This is not true 
so far as Tue Cutcaco TRIBUNE is concerned, 
and probably not true of the other 
newspapers. But even though the in- 
ference is incorrect it is none the 
less @ natural one, and it is the one 
the professional people are apt to draw. It is 
one, moreover, that no newspaper of the first 
class ought to permit to be made in regard to 
itself. The practice of the club is tanta- 
mount to asking for involuntary contribu- 


Mons for its support, with no decent 
assurance of requitai either in » no- 
tices” or in cash. In this matter the 


Press Club does not represent the senti- 
ment or wishes of journalists in this city 
who have any self-respect or pride in their 


professions If the club is willing to pay 


' 


well; but It has ‘wo right to levy on their | 
talent, their time, cheir comfort, and their 


convenience without compensauon for the 
sake of filing its private coffers. Other 
clubs, when they avail themselves of profes- 
sional services of this kind, paycfor them at 


the market rates. There is no more excuse 


for the Press Club in this matter than there 
would be if it demanded that the theatres 
should set apart a day’s receipts for its bene- 
fit, or that the churches should take up a 
collection for it. It would be more dignified 
and self-respecting if the ciub should go to 
the Mayor like the Johnstown sufferers or 
the Braidwood miners and ask him to.make 
a public appeal in its behalf. This would at 
jeast leave it opwonal witn those called upon 
whether to contribute or not. | 

If the Chicago Press Club cannot support 
itself without this annual compulsory tax on 
the stage then it is time for it to quit, and it 
is also time that those of its members who 
have any self-respect should so iaform the 
managers and members of the musical and 
dramatic professions.

There 
was not time for it to do so had it been that 
way inclined, It was hard at work up to the 
last moment examining witnesses, and it 
preferred to spend its time thus rather than 
in writing essays on the Clau-na-Gael or 
the administration of criminal justice, There 
may be a feeling of surprise or even disap- 
pointment that more inaictments were not 
returned. The probabilities are that the 
jury indicted only those against whom they 
had enough evidence to make them reason- 
ably certain of a conviction. Had any man 
been indicted on insufficient evidence he 
would have applied to be liberated on bail, 
and the State would have had to grant the 
demand or to show its hand if it resisted the 
application. 

Noris the investigation of the case over 
by any means. The police and the State’s 
Attorney will keep at work, and it will not 
be long before another grand jufy will be 
called which will finish up what its prede- 
cessor left unfinished, and will pass on what- 
ever new evidence may have been collected 


Im the meanwhile. Those jurors who have 


just gotten through have laid a foundation 
broad and wide on which their successors 
can buiid. They have done good work and 
have not bragged of it. 

There is no special need of haste. It willbe 
some time before Burke gets inside of the Cook 
County Jail. In the meanwhile the search 
for Cooney and for unknown accomplices will 
be kept up, and that inevitable informer who 
comes in at the heels of every crime com- 
mitted by one of these oath-bound societies 
will make his appearance and add to the 
facts now in the possession of the authori- 
ties. There is good reason to believe that 
those who murdered Cronin and those who 
prompted and inspired that deed will be 
brougat to justice.

HYPNOTIZING MADE TO PAY. 

A young man is now in custody in an Eu- 
glish town detained till the authorities can 
find what to charge him with. He is in the 
happy position of having committed an of- 
fense which as yet has no name, and it is 
therefore difficult to see how he can be in- 


dicted. This individual after a study of mes- 


merism, mind-reading, hypnotism, and simi- 
lar phenomena for his amusement, being ex- 
ceedingivy hard up, began to utilize them. 
This was his method: He dropped into a 
store, bought some petty article, and paid for 
it with a copper. Then the shopkeeper, 
yielding to an uncontrollable impulse, handed 
over the change for a five-dollar bill. When 
the day was at an end and he came to count 
up his cash he discovered a shortage which 
he was unable to explain. He had no recol- 
lection of the mysterious stranger and his 
dealings with him. Thus the hypnotizer went 
to the box-office of a theatre, asked for a 
twenty-five cent ticket, handed in ascrap 
torn from a newspaper, and got back in 
change about $20. Later in the day there was 
an uproar in the box-office,.and an innocent 
boy would have become the victim of natural 
suspicion if the police had not by that time 
gotten on the trail of the operator. 

The tradesmen of this particular town, be- 
ing perplexed by their constant shortages, 
and thinking they must be the victims of 
adroit till-tappers, calied in the help of the 
police. They did some watching, and dis- 
covered that when this particular young man 
made a purchase he always got too much 
change back, and that the man who gave it 


was oblivious of the fact that he had acted 


in such an unbusinesslike way. So they 
took in the fellow, looked up his record, 
found that he was a hypnotizer, and have 
himf now on their hands meditating what 
theyxshall do with him. If the old laws 
against sorcerers and magicians had not 
been repealed he could easily be indicted 
for practicing certain diabolical and wick- 
‘‘ed arts whereby the minds of her Majesty's 
“subjects are distraught and led astray.”’ 
But those laws are no more. Totry him for 
getting money under false pretenses will 
hardly do, for there were none. He deceived 
noone. He just took more change than he 
should, and if asked for it wouid doubtless 
have refunded it. 

Judging from the small amounts coilected 
by this English hypnotizer he is probabiy a 
man of limited powers. He could not influ- 
ence 4 man to give him more than $20. But 
supposing the science were so developed that 
one of its adepts could strike a man for $10,- 
000 or $20,000, what business could be more 
profitable? The expert would go to a bank, 
hand ina bit of dirty paper to the paying 
teller, and the latter would give him all the 
cash he had. The man would depart saying 
nothing. The paying teller, having no recol- 
lection at all of thé affair, would be in a most 
unpleasant predicament. The bank officers 
would send for the police, ana the teller 
would be removed to the jail to figure as the 
principal in a mysterious case of defalcation 
orrobbery. A still more powerful operator 
could attack the President of the bank, not 
with a pistol but his cultivated will power, 
and force him to hand over every cent in the 
bank. Then there would be another bank 
President with no character left. 

W nat shall be done to protect the financial 
institutions! Shall the teaching and learn- 
ing of hypnotism be forbidden, or can some 
way be discovered by which a man can be 
made hypnotism-proof? Cannot a person be 
vaccinated for it as for smalipox? When 
that is done no one need be employed s- 
cashier or teller until he has presented his 
certificates, or proved by examination that 
he is himself a hypnotizer of the first class, 
and cannot be thrown into that unconscious 
state in which ne will give more than the 
proper change. in the meantime the banks

A BACKDOWN. 

The decision which has been made by the 
Royal Yacht Club not to accept the condi- 
tions of the new deed of trust under which 
the America’s cup is held settles the ques- 
tion that there will be no race this season be- 
tween the Englisn and American yachts for 
possession of the trophy, although the new 
conditions of the deed were expressly made 
to suit tne Britishers, and especially Lord 
Dunraven, who had iotended to bring the 
Valkyrie over here and enter the contest 
with her. 

It is surmised among our o.u yachtsmen 
that the ostensible reasons of the Royal 
Yacht Club for not entering the Valkyrie 
are, tirst, the conditions that the dimensions 
of the challenging yacht shall be made pub- 
lic; and, second. the condition that the cup 
shall be considered an international trophy. 
It does not need either explanation or argu- 
ment to show that both zhese reasons are 
puerile if not contemptible from the point of 
view of true_and honorable sportsmanship. 
Even if the knowledge of dimensions could 
give any advantage to one side which the 
other would not have it should be patent to 
the Royal Yacht Club that American yachts- 
men would not avail themselves of it, while 
as to the international character of the cup, 
that is a technicality of the siliuest kind for 
any one to raise, seeing that either tne 
owner or the trustees of the cup have the 
right to do what they please with it. 

These reasons are only pretenses. When 
the truth is made known it will appear that 
the Valkyrie has failed to come up to the an- 
ticipations of her owner and builder and that 
Lord Dunraven knows she is no match for 
the Volunteer, who would make shorter 
work of her than she did of the Thistle. In 
the preliminary races in English waters she 
has not acquitted nerself in an able manner 
or behaved as she should when the conditions 
were most favorable to her. In framing the 
new deed of gift concessions were made to 
the Britishers, so that the race would have 
taken place on a more open course and fur- 
ther out to sea, but it 1s under exactly these 
conditions that the Valkyrie has aisplayed 
her weakness, thus proving beyond ‘the 
shadow of a doubt that the victorious Volun- 
teer, in New York Harbor or way outside, in 
light winds or the stiffest racing breeze, 
would have sailed clear away from her. 
There is nothing the Valkyrie has done that 
demonstrates she is as fast as the Thistle. 
To bring her over here, therefore, was only 
to invite a still more overwhelming defeat. 
This will be made sufficiently manifest when 
she comes over to take part in some of the 
regattas, and to the entire satisfaction of her 
owner. Indeed, it will not besurprising if he 
finds some of the smaller Yankee craft 
showing the Valkyrie a clean pair of heels. 
It would have been more snortsmanlike, how- 
ever, if the Royal Yacht people had owned 
up and not attempted to cover their fear of 
defeat with technical objections. Meanwhile 
the cup will stay here another year. It is 
unquestionably a permanent American insti- 
tution. 


WOMAN AND THE BALLOT. 

Practical politicians have not been in favor 
of the giving of the ballot to women because 
they did not see how they could make any 
use of it. They did not think them 
fitted to be workers.“ They were not suit- 
ed to run a caucus, to stuff a ballot-box, or to 
take a hand at “knocking down and drag- 
ging out“ when it became necessary that 
something of that kind should be done. The 
bosses have thought that with women as 
voters they would be cursed with more ideal- 
ists, purists, ang independents. They may 
change their mils at ter reading the charges 
aud countercharges made by the women 
members of an organization which is auxil- 
iary to one of the Grand Army posts, and 
may conclude that in this city at least women 
can be made as useful in the domain of prac- 
tical politics as men. 

According to the charges made by one of 
the parties to this pretty quarrel a woman 
can manipulate a convention so as to secure 
the defeat of a candidate to whom she is op- 
posed. She does not manage it by charging 
that the candidate has been a scratcher for 
has bolted a numination in the past, but she 
does it by saying that she has been a ballet 
dancer, and has failed to account for the 
money she took in while selling doughnuts 
and ice-cream at some bazaar given for the 
benefit of the organization. These dre: not 
masculine ways of smashing an opponent, 
but “she gets there just the same.“ It also 
appears that when one woman shows upata 
meeting where she is not wanted, and makes 
herself unpleasant, half a dozen other 
women, without taking the trouble to send 
for the police, fali upon her and cast her out. 


They do not punch her nose, nor do they 


blacken her eye, as bad men do when they 
chuck a follow out of a meeting, but they 
disarrange her hair, mash her bonnet, and 
tear her dress out at che gathers. 

If, then, gentle woman can do these things 
with no preliminary masculine tutoring what 
will not she be able to do after a little drill- 
ing from masters in the science of business- 
like politics? If she can work a convention, 
can lay out“ the other side, can get up 
gorgeous campaign lies” far more startling 
than the ingenuity of man can devise—for 
what politician ever accused his opponent of 
being a ballet dancer and pointing his pliant 
toe on the public stage—and can eject a dis- 
agreeable visitor from a hall, what can she 
not do at a primary or atthe polls! la the 
light ot these facts the professional politician 
wil. probably withdraw his objections to the 
giving of the ballot to woman and will place 
several of her on his campaign committee, so 
that he may have the benefit of her inventive 
brain when it is desired to get up some pecul- 
iarly thrilling and startling yarn about an 
adversary. 


THE DRAINAGE DISTRICT. 

The Drainage act goes into force Monday, 
and already the preliminary steps have been, 
taken to utilize it. A committee, made up of 
members of various organizations, has had 
meetings, has thought over the question ofthe 
territory which it wili be advisable to include 
in the drainage district, and will hoid another 
meeting Tuesday, when suggestions as to the 
proper boundaries will be heard. After an 
agreement has been reached a petition will 
be prepared, signatures to it will be obtained, 
and it will be presented to Judge Prender- 
gast, who will cail to his assistance two of 
the Circuit Court Judges. The three sitting 
together will hear any objections that may 
be made to the boundaries proposed in the pe- 
tution, and will alter them if they think that 
any territory has been included which should 
not have been admitted, or any left out which 
should have beenin. That having been de- 
termined, in November the voters within 
these boundaries wiil have a chance to say 
atthe polls whether the district shall or 
shall not be organized. 

Thus far the Committee has reached no pos- 
itive conclusion as to the area which the dis- 
trict shall cover; but a majority of its mem- 
bers are in favor of going as far south as 
Eighty-ninth street, which is six miles south 
of Thirty-ninth. That would leave out the 
Lake Calumet country, and rightly so, for it, 
with the towns to the west of it—Calumet, 
Worth, and Paios—forms another drainage 
district which in the course of time, when the 
increase of population justifies it, will drain 
westward aicag the hne of the Sag into the 
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Wide and deep channel ent by the Chicago 
district. 


On the west it is proposed to take in all of 
Cicero and Riverside, and Proviso as far out 
as West Maywood. The natural drainage of 
this territory is Gown the Desplanes To the 
north it is proposed to take in Lake View, 
Jefferson, Evanston, Norwnod Park, and por- 
‘tions of Leyden, Niles, and New Trier. The 
natural drainage of Jefferson and the west- 
ern part of Niles isdown the North Branch. 
It is not likely, however, that the Juages 
will make the boundaries quite as extensive 
as some of the committeemen desire. There 
are those who wish to revive the old and ex- 
ploded plan of cutting a channel to the iake 
which shall divert the flood waters 
of the Desplaines from their natural 
course. The Legislature two years ago passed 
an act authorizing this useless and costly 
scheme, but through the influence of Mayor 
Roche it was abandoned. Its friends as- 
serted that if something of this kind were 
not done that even after the cutting of the 
drainage channel the flood waters of the Des- 
plaines would make their way through the 
South Branch to the lake and pollute the 
water supply. The answer to that is. that 
after the new water tunnei has been com- 
pleted the intake will be beyond the reach 
of shore pollution; that when the drainage 
channel has been completed the river and the 
branches will be free from accumulations of 
filth and a torrent flowing out into the lake 
will do no harm; and that these spring floods 
do not happen every year, and when they do 
come last but a day or so. 

It is not likely that. the Judges will be in 
favor ot expensive canals, the usefulness of 
which they cannot see—valueless accessories 
of a work which will be costly enough with- 
out them. If they take that view of the case 
they may conciude that the farming lands in 
some of these northern towns may properly 
be left out of the district. With Lake, Lyons, 
Jefferson, Riverside, Cicero, and Lake View 
itis different. They should be included. 


TELEPHONE MONOPOLY IN ENGLAND. 

Postmaster General Raikes announced in 
the House of Commons a few days ago that 
the Government would probably soon take 
control of all the telephone business in Great 
Britain. This action was provoked by the 
announcement that three of the private tele- 
phouo companies were preparing to go into a 
consolidation or trust, thus causing alarm 
on the part of their patrons at tae monopoly 
proposed.” Public opinion was so much 
stirred up over this prospective monopoly 
that the companies abandoned their plan of 
consolidation, but two of them arranged te 
go out of business, leaving the field to the 
third, in pursuance of some secret agreement 
or understanding. Then came the prompt 
announcement that the Government would 
proceed to acquire the lines and take control 
of the entire business. The one remaining 
telephone company at once began to circulate 
petitions protesting against the proposed 
action of the Government, dut does not ap- 
pear to be meeting with much success, Says 
a cable dispatch: The company urges that 
itis furnishing better service than the Gov- 
ernment where the Government operates the 
telephone, but, although this seems to be gen- 
erally conceded, it looks as though the out- 
cry caused by the consolidation into one vast 
monopoly would compel the Postmaster Gen- 
eral to carry out his threat.“ 

In the United States such a combination 
as has aroused the Britisa public and caused 
the Government to threaten interference 
would have been effected without difficulty. 
The monopoly proposed in England woula have 
been weak and helpless compared with the 


vast railroad, telephone, and telegraph com- 
binations which exist in the United States. 
The Government would have still operated 
telephone lines of its own, and could proceed 
under authority of law to acquire and take 


possession of thé lines belonging to private 
companies. It was conceded, also, that the 
private companies supplied a better service 
than the Government, and yet, notwithstand- 
ing all these circumstances, the proposed 
consolidation raised a general public protest 
and outcry. Public opinion is generally 
thought more conservative and lethargic in 
England than in the United States, but it 
would seem there is really much less tolera- 
tion there than here of trustism and monop- 
oly. Americans tamely submit to abuses 
and extortions which Englishmen will not 
endure. In this country a powerful tele- 
phone monopoly such &s was never thought of 
in Engiand controis the entire business and 
has no competition to fear from the Govern- 
ment or private rivals. Indiana, the only 
State which has ‘attempted any thorough 
regulation of the monopoly, had its tele- 
phone service largely withdrawn and came 
off second best in the encounter. There is 
no competition whatever in the telephone 
business in this country, and State Legis- 
fatures and municipalities are timid about 
attempting to regulate charges. It would be 
a novelty indeed in the United States to 
have a telephone company circulate a poti- 
tion asking the public to protest against the 
harsh treatment threatened against it by the 
authorities. But in Eagland the mere an- 
nouncement that three telephone companies 
intended to effect a consolidation caused the 
Government to threaten to drive them out of 
the business entirely and take the monopoly 
itself.

INDIANA’S BEEF INSPECTION LAW DE- 
CLARED VOID. 

Ever since the so-calied beef inspection 
laws were first proposed THe TRIBUNE has 
maintained they were unconstitutional, but it 
hardly anticipated such a decision would be 
announced by a lecal court in a State having 
such a law and in the first case considered. 
Such, however, is the fact, the law having 
been declared void by Judge Johnston of the 
Circuit Court in Porter County, Indiana, and 
an agentof a Chicago dressed-beef estab- 
lishment, who had been arrested and im- 
prisoned under it, released on a writ of 
habeas corpus. Ordinarily local State courts 
construe every doubtin favor of the valid- 
ity of an act of the Legislature’ and leave 
the higher courts to take the responsibility 
fcr declaring legislation unconstitutional. 
Only in cases. that seem clear beyond 
guestion or doubt are they willing to void 
the acts of the Legislature. But it was pre- 
cisely such a case Judge Johnstoa had before 
him, and, recognizing his superior obligation 
to uphold the Federal Constitution and pre- 
vent State interference with inter-State com- 
merce, he could do nothing less than pro- 
nounce the law enacted by the Indiana Legis- 
lature unconstitutional and void. His opinion 
proves him to be a capable and clear-minded 
as well as an independent and impartial 
Judge. In closing his decision he said: 


if the State of Indiana has the power to en- 
force such a statute, then it may exclude every 
other product of inter-State commerce. It may 
exclude flour for the reason thet the grain from 
which it Was ground was not inspected within the 
county and State where it is to be consumed; 
sugar because it is produced and refined in 
another State; fruits because our soil will not 
produce them. And se likewise may other States 
— the shipping of those articies into our 

tate. The great State of Pennsylvania may 
prohibit the 1 of its coal into our 
State, Illinois * prohibit the shipping of its 
merchandise to us, Michigan her fruits and lum- 
ber, and soon. The policy might thus be ex- 
tended until in effect we would become as iso- 
lated and walled in as a Chinese city. 


This analysis goes to the marrow of the 
so-called inspection laws adopted in Indiana 
and othe: States. Under a pretense of 
guarding against diseased or unfit food 
products these laws have been contrived to 
bar out of the State markets dressed beef

tue public health, would operate to excluce 
tainted or diseasea meat and not to keep 
out that which is pure and fit for food. 
But the local butchers in Indiana want 
Chicago dressed beef excluded because it is 
a better afticle than they can supply and is 
offered at a lower price than they are will- 
ing to make. It was not “diseased meat” 
but the superior product from the Chicago 
establishments that worried them, and the 
aim was under pretense of guarding the 
public health to get rid of Chicago competi- 
won and give the Indiana butchers a mo- 
nopoly of the local markets. 

The false pretenses about “diseased 
meat“ and the necessity of inspection on the 
hoof in the State where animals are slaugh- 
tered did not impose on Judge Johnston. His 
eyes were not blinded to tne vital fact that 
the law was intended to exciude perfectly 
sound meat, and was therefore an unauthor- 
ized attempt to interfere with inter-State 
commerce and not a measure of police regu- 
lation adopted to protect tne public health. 
As he justly said: No declarations however 
sound and no pretext however specious will 
authorize Indiana to exclude a product which 
is pure and harmiess.’’ That, sowever, was 
just what the Indiana law sought to do. As 
though proof should not be wanting 


to show its traudulent character the 
Indiana law provided for no in- 
spection of salted, smoked, or dried 


meats, but permitted such products to come 
in freely, no difference how badly the ani- 
mals from which they were taken might 
have been diseased. The inspection was re- 
quired only for fresh dressed beef, and the 
manifest purpose was to suppress Chicago 
competition and give the Indiana butchers a 
monopoly. As Judge Johnston says, if this 
could be done in respect to meat it might in 
regard to any other article of trade, and all 
freedom of inter-State commerce could be 
destroyed. There can be no doubtif the 
local butchers think of contesting the matter 
further that Judge Johnston’s ruling will be 
upheld in the higher couris. 


Mr. Becuarp, a Liberal Nationalist mem- 
ber of the Dominion Parliament. created 
considerable excitement the other day by 
declaring in a speech “if the fanatics of 
Ontario continue to persecute us, bear in 
mind that we can find shelter under the 
starry. flag of the United States.” Lest Mr. 
Bechard and his -French-Canadian friends 
may be disappointed in their anticipations, it 
may be as well for them to understand that 
there would be no room for them under the 
starry flag if they propose to conduct them- 
selves in the United States as they do in 
Canada. They could not bring into this 
country either the peculiar French institu- 
tions they insist upon there nor the peculiar 
Roman Church prerogatives they impose 
upon their neighbors. They would have to 
give up their national characteristics and be 
loyal Americans, and abandon reiigious 
domination and be unsectarian in politics. 
If they are not prepared to make these con- 
cessions they had better stay where they 
are.

DISCOVERY OF A THIRD WILL. 


Contest Over the Estate of the Late Will- 
iam J. Hunt of Racine. 

Racing, Wis., June 29.—[Special.]—Will- 
iam J. Hunt, one of the oldest and best 
known residents of Racime, died suddenly in 
December, 1888, at his ‘boarding-house on 
Eighth street. When his will was read it 
was found that the bulk of his fortune, 
amounting to nearly $50,000, was bequeathed 
to relatives in Chicago, Ulman J. Strong of 
Chicago, son of Marshall M. Strong, afcrmer 
old resident of Racine, contested the will, 
and the case has been on trial in the County 
Court for the last two weeks. Mr. Strong 
claimed that Mr. Hunt made a will in 1882 
leaving the bulk of the property to him. in 
1888 another will was made leaving most of 
the property to his nephews and nieces in 
Chicago. Mr. ont; this will, as 
stated above. ou the &round of incompetency 
of the testator, and claiming that the 
1882 will should be recognized as the last 
will of W. J. Hunt. A large amount of testi- 
mony has. been entered by Mr. Strong to 
prove that during the latter part of his life 
Mr. Hunt was in his dotage and 
not competent to transact business 
of any kind without advice. When 
the case Was progressing a genuine sensa- 
tion was created by the introduction of an 
intermediate will, dated in 1884, which be- 
queaths the bulk of the property to the Ra- 
cine charitabie institutions—viz.: St. Luke’s 
Hospital, Racine poor fund, and the First M. 
E. Church. Each of these institutions are 
willed a third of $30,000 cash, which is at 
present in the Manufacturers’ National 
Bank. Now it becomes a question between 
the will of 1884 and 1888, Mr. Strong being 
virtually cut off entirely. The case has 
been adjourned to July 9. What action 
the three charitable institutions will take in 
the matter has pot been determined upon. 
The will of 1884, it is understood, was intro- 
duced in evidence by the attorneys for the 
roponent, under objection by the attorneys 
or the contestant, the court reserving its 
ruling until arguments could be made on the 
law touching its admissibility. It is ac- 
knowledged that this will cut Strong off 
without a cent. 


AFTER THE TELLURIDE BANK ROBBERS. 


Three of the Gang Known and Their Capt- 
ure Now Almost Certain. 

Duranco, Colo., June, 29.— Three 
the Telluride bank robbers have been 
recognized, and it is now almost certain 
that they will be captured. They are Tom 
McCarthy, Matt Warner, and a young broth- 
er of Billy Madden. McCarthy and Warner 
have been engaged in olacer mining near the 
Mancos, and have also been in the horse 
business there.

NO BILLIARDS AT JULIET. 


THE COUNCIL CONSIDERS THE IVORY 
BALL THE SOURCE OF ALL EVIL. 


Therefore It Passes an Ordinance Declar- 
ing That No Man Shall Have a Public 
Billiard Hall Unless He Pay $5,000 for a 
License—Traveling Men Now Shan the 
City as They Would Were It Afflicted 
with the Piague—The Aldermen Think 
They Have Playeda Joke on Some One. 


JouiEt, IL, June 29.—[Special.]—There is 
not @ commercial traveler with a route 
through this State who will spend a night in 
this city if he can help it. Three years ago 
every hotel in the city did a good business 
with that class ot transients. Tue traveling 
men would arrive here during the day, 
transact their business, and, as there was no 
early evening train on which they could re- 
turn to Chicago, would meet in the billiard 
halls connected with the hotels and pass the 
evening pleasantly at the game of billiards. 
Not only the hotels, but the hvery-stable 
keepers and various other branches of busi- 
ness were benefited when the traveling 
men spent their nights here instead of mov- 
ing on to the next town. 

When Mayor Kelly was defeated for the 
Mayoralty by & D. Paige two years ago and 
a new Council came in one of the first acts of 
the Administration was to pass an ordinance 
abolishing billiard and pool tables in connec- 
tion with saloons or sample rooms. The cry 
was that billiards vas a game of chance and 
did more than anything else to corrupt the 
morais and lead astray the young men of the 
city. Therefore billiard and pool tables had 
to go. Since then the hotel proprietors have 
been mourning the loss of the heavy trade 
they formerly had from the commercial 
travelers and it was not long before it be- 
came known all over the country that there 
was no amusement in Joliet for the travel- 
ing men. They industriously circulated the 
story among their comrades on the road, 
and now notone traveler stopsin the city 
where formerly there were twenty. 

DRUMMERS WILL NOT GO THERE. 

One man put up at the Royal Hotel Mon- 
day night and in speaking of this subject 
stated that he employed seven men on the 
road and that five of them formerly stopped 
in this city, but that since all evening amuse- 
ments had been abolished he could not get 
his agents to stop here, and in order for him 
to do any business with the merchants of 
this city he had to come here himself. Re- 
cently a strong effort was made to get an 
ordinance passed by the City Council to allow 
billiard halls again, exclusively for billiards 
without the pool table attachment, and peti- 
tions were circulated and generally signed. 
Prospects were fair that the click of the 
ivory bails would soon be beard again. It 
was understood that a majority of the Alder- 
men and the Mayor were inclined to allow 
the reopening of the billiard rooms if the 

tables were abolished. 

The question came upin the Council and 
the matter was favorably reported upon by a 
vote of 9 to 5, and the Ordinance Committee 
was authorized to draft an ordinance. The 
hotel men and proprietors of builiard tables 
were correspondingly happy, thinking the 
ordinance would pass at the next meeting by 
the above vote. Thursday night Ald. 
Morrisey arose in the Council and read the 
ordinance allowing the billiard tables to be 
run, placing the fee for each table at $25 per 
year. Before it came to a vote Ald. 
Brainard sprang to his feet and made the mo- 
tion that the fee be placed at $250 per table. 

This made some of the friends of the ordi- 
nance angry, as the old-time fee was but $10, 
and $25 was considered a liberal advance. 
Ald. Haley said that if the Council 
wanted to make 2 boy’s play over the ques- 
tion he would moye that the fee be made 
$5,000. Then Ald. Lagger offered a sub- 
stitute to Haley’s motion that the fee be 
made $10,000. The hotel and billiard hall 
men who were present thereupon left the 
room in disgust. The $5,000 fee received 9 
yeas to 5 nays. 

HAS NOT MENDED MORALS. 

The closing up of the billiard-rooms in this 
city has not mended the morals of the young 
men one iota; in fact it is notorious that they 
spend their evenings in private ciub-rooms, 
or in various backrooms connected with sa- 
loons or cigar stores, where they learn more 
about gambling and games of chance in one 
evening than they would at billiardsina 
whole year. The action of the Council on 
the billiard question is treated in a laughing 
manner, the Aldermer thinking they perve- 
trated a great joke on some one by their ac- 
tion,.but who that some one is they fail to 
say. It is generally conceded that many of 
the saloonkeepers, who are paying $1,000 li- 
cense, and who did not have room in their 
places for billiard tables, exerted their in- 
fluence with the Aldermen in order to defeat 
the hotels and billiard hall men, 


CROP PROSPECTS IN THE NORTHWEST. 


Owing to a Lack of Moisture There Will Be 
Lesa than an Average Yield. 

Sr. Paci, Minn., June 29.—Crop prospects 
are less favorabie today than they were a 
week ago, Owing to the lack of moisture and 
hot dry winds that have held sway: across 
portions of Northern Daxota within the last 
few days. 

Advices received from all parts of the 
Northwest indicate that there will be con- 
siderably less than an average yield of 
wheat. Farmers in many sections, and es- 
pecialiv in Central and Southern Dakota, are 
again crying out for more rain, for the 
amount of moisture that has fallen daring 
the last week has not been great and has 
come chiefly in the shape of local showers 
widely scattercd. So far as this weather is 
concerned the early sown wheat is now too 
far advanced to be benefited to any extent 
by a rainfall, but the grain late sown, which 
comprises a large proportion of the acreage, 
would be vastly helped by rain. In Northern 
Minnesota the crop looks better than in 
Northern Dakota.

WHY KUNZE WAS INDICTED, 


Although a German He Was a Willing Tool 
in the Hands of Coughlin. 

The indictment of Kunze was a double sur- 
prise. It was a surprise that a German 
should be connected with the conspiracy. 
It was more of a surprise that the police 
should have been able to keep everything 
about his connection with the case a secret 


from the newspapers. 

Kunze is not locked up as was supposed 
last evening. He disappeared from Chicago 
shortly after Dr. Cronin’s body was discov- 
ered, and the police are searching for him as 
actively as they are for Pat Cooney, ; 

Tue indictment of this additional conspira- 
tor was due to circumstantial evidence, but 
it is regarded by the prosecution as the 
strongest sort of circumstantial evidence. 
His photograph was positively identified by 
young James as one of the tenants of the 
Hat at No. 117 Clark street. 

„ Tuat's the man 1 saw washing his feet 
before the window,“ said James to the grand 
jury, when shown the picture. ‘I saw him 
about the flat, coming aud going, and at the 
windows for about a month.“ 

Mertes, the Ashland avenue milkman who 
saw two men drive up in a buggy to the Car!- 
son cottage between 8 and 9 o’ciock the night 
of the murder, identified Kuuze's picture as 
that of one of hem. 

„He was the man who staid in the buggy 
and held the horse while tne otuer man ran 
up the steps and entered the door,“ suid the 
milkman, : 

In connection with Mertes’ testimony in 
identitication’ of Kunze there is another 
revelation. Mertes, has insisted all aiong 
that the horse attached to the buggy he saw 
was a brown with a bald face. His testi- 
mony was at first disvredited because 
Dr. Crouin had been conveyed from his 
office by a white horse, and it is supposed 
Mertes could have seen only Dr. Cronin and 
his companion, if any one. Several weeks 
ago, however, Capt. Schuettler became con- 
vinced of the milkman’s truthfulness. He 
set to work on the theory that the persons 
whom Mertes saw were two ot the conspira- 
tors driving up after the deed to assist in 
disposing of the body and aid in the es- 
cape of the others. On this theory he has 
located Kunze’s probable ¢ompanion, the 
man who rau up the steps. Several days a 
he showed Mertes the man’s photograp 
Mertes, however, would not say posi- 
“ee it was the man, but said 
it ked decidedly like him, The 
identification was not strong enough to war- 
rant an indictment, and proceedings against 
the Captain’s second new suspect are to be 
postponed until the man can be brought in 
person before Mertes. He is now out of Chi- 


But the evidence of James and Mertes was 
not ali that secured Kunze’s indictment. The 
other testimony furnished the motive for 
his bearing a hand in the plot, 8 Ger- 
man. Kunze vas a friend of Dan Coughlin. 
He was an intimate friend, and his friend- 
ship serves to show in a strouger light than 
ever what sort of an officer Coughlin was. 

It was proved before the jury that 
Kunze accompanied*Coughlin on his trip to 
Peoria last winter in looking up evidence re- 
lating to the pack distillery bomb explosion. 

In Peoria ughliin and Kunze met Ed 

Spelman, the district member of the Clan- na- 
Gael. They spent several days together. 
On returning from the trip Kunze wanted to 
swear that he saw the man who placed the 
bomb on the distillery roof; The police, how- 
ever, who were working on the case declined 
to receive Kunze’s testimony after an in- 
vestigation of his record. Since then Kunze 
bas been an intimate, or ratuer a protégé, of 
Coughlin. He has hung around the East 
Chicago Avenue Station and other locaiities 
frequented by the detective. 
Bearing directly on the time of the mur- 
der, Cameron, a saloonkeeper in Lake View, 
testified to a conversation which took place 
in his saloon a few days before Dr. Cronin’s 
disappearance. Coughlin and Kunze entered 
and tooka drink at the bar. After drinking 
several times Kunze threw his arm around 
Coughiin’s neck and said: 

“This is my friend. I would go through 
fire for him, and he knows he can always de- 
pend on me for anything he wants.” 

An unknown man testified that he had seen 
Kunze at Fourteenth street and Wabash av- 
enue four weeks ago, and that Kunze talked 
to him as if he knew all about the Cronin 
murder, which the witness had broached as 
the topic uppermost in conversation at the 


time, 

This testimony taken in connection with 
tha: of James and Murtes promptly brougut 
about Kunze’s indictment by the grand jury. 

Kunze is described as a young man 

about 28 years old, five teet six or seven 
inches in hight, with blue eyes, blonde 
hair, a little blonde mustache of recent 
growth, and as speaking with a decided Ger- 
man accent. 
In spite of his youth, Kunze has a remark- 
able history as a confidence man, and it was 
probably on the strength of his reputation in 
this respect that Coughlin selected him asa 
tool in the conspiracy. He is a native of 
Luxemburg, and bas only been a resident ot 
this country four or five years. He first at- 
tained notoriety in Chicago in a lawsuit in 
Justice Barnard’s court in Lake View, 
brought by John Specht, the florist. 

Kunze represented to Specht that he was 
the heir to a large estate in Luxemburg, 
which was about to come into his possession. 
Specht and another German in Lake View 
took the boy up on the strength of his future 
fortune. Specht gave him flowers on credit, 
the run of his house and table, and Specht 
and the other German supplied him with 
wine, and, as they alle money. The for- 
tune not materializing, Specht accused Kunze 
of obtaining money and credit under false 
pretenses, and also of having stolen some 
watches from a room in his house. 

The case brought forward some unexpected 
friends ot Kunze. Thev employed Attorney 
Edward Furthmann to defend the boy. 
Furtumann sued out a writ of habeas corpus, 
and succeeded in reducing the bond of 88,000 
under which Justice Barnard held Kunze to 

The friends of Kunze were on the 
point of furnishing the bond, when Mr. 
Furthmann discovered the character of his 
client and dropped the case. 

Kunze hed represented to Mr. Furthmann 
that the papers attesting his heirship to the 
Luxemburg fortune as weil as a sum of 
cash were in a box in the Commercial Safety 
Deposit vault. He claimed that he had lost 
his bunch of keys, among which was the 
one necessary to open the box. 
Cept. Wing, then a detective in 
Lake View, appeared opportunely with 
Kunze's bunch of keys, und the absence of 
a safety deposit key among those on the 
bunch, followed by an investigation at the 
deposit company, contradicted Kunze’s story.

THE MEN UNDER INDICTMENT. 


A Trial for Murder Awaits Seven — Why 
Alexander Sullivan Was Omitted. 
The name of Kunze was a surprise to all 
but the grand jurors and the State’s Attor- 

ney. 

John F. Beggs, another of the new men in- 
dicted, was Senior Guardian of the notorious 
Camp 20. He had made threats against 
Cronin. He wrote letters declaring that 
Cronin should be silenced. He intimated 
that Cronin was a spy and atraitor and that 
be ought to be removed. He appointed 
a secret committee to investigate 
charges against Dr. Cronin. He did it 
on the motion of Dan Coughlin, the secret 
committee reported to Beggs. The night . vf 
May 8, he so stated to the grand jury. The 
tollowing night Dr. Cronin was murdered. 
Beggs.said that in order to have harmony in 
the Clan-na-Gael ranks war would 
be resorted to if necessary. He said 
this, too, in reference to what he 
called Cronin’s rebellion against constituted 
authority. Itis in evidence, too, that Beggs 
was admitted to membership in the order 
irregularly. He was elected Senor Guardian 
contrary to the rules. Dan Coughlin was 
Beggs’ manager on those irreguiar occa- 
sions. The complicity of Begge with Cough- 
lin and others in stirring up feeling against 
Dr. Cronin was fully established. His 
acts taken in connection therewith brought 
about his indictment. The jury was unani- 
mous on this point. 

Patrick Cooney was indicted and is wanted 
because he is believed to have been one of the 

rties in the Carlson cottage with Dan Couglii- 
in and Martin Burke. He has been recog- 
nized as one of the persons concerned with 
Barke in renting the rooms at No. 117 South 
Clark street, also the Carlson cottage, and as 
the person who bought the furniture from 
the Revells. He belonged to Clan-na-Gael 
Camp 20, was a boon companion of John F. 
Beggs, and a fanatical Clan-na-Gael man. 
The evidence against him is as strong or 
stronger than that against Martin Burke. 
of Deputies in the Clan-na-Gael camp of 
Lake View. If ne had told Ford that Cronin 
was initiating British spies in the camp the 
charge would not be more hurtfulas far as 
its effect ona certain class of Irishmen is 
concerned. O'Sullivan in circulating those 
stories was doubtless acting under the in- 
structions of Coughlin, who was in turn act- 
ing under the instructions of some 2 — of

Dr. Cronin removed. 

The objection to returning an indictment 
against Alexander Sullivan was twofold. 
In the first place if he was indicted he would 
immediately apply to be released on bail. It 
was stipulated when Sullivan was released 
on bail by Judge Tuley that if an indictment 
were found and no new evidence was pre- 
sented the old bail bonds would stand. 
In order to successfully resist bail 
the State’s Attorney would have to disclose 
his new testimony. This be did not want to 
do. Again, if Sullivan was indicted he would 

robably apply for an immediate trial. The 

tate’s Attorney has much evidence already, 
but he expects much more. He does not want 
an indictment against any man where there 
is not evidence to convict. By the continu- 
ance of Alexander Sullivan’s case to the next 
grand jury the Sullivan bondsmen are held 
responsible. 0 

The State’s Attorney said last evening 
that he was satisfied with the resuit. He 
had some more witnesses, but found it im- 
possible to examine them. They will be pro- 
duced before the next impaneled grand 
jury. That will, like the present one, be 
special in all probability. Ihe State’s At- 
torney said also that as soon as he had 
Burke here be would be ready to proceed 
with the trial of Beggs. Coughlin, and O’Sul- 
van. He wanted no squealer in the case. 
There was sufficient evidence to hang them 
now. He is ready for trial as soon as they 
are. 


JOAN F. BEGGS INTERVIEWED. 


The Indicted Senior Guardian Takes the 
News Coolly. 

John F. Beggs, the Senior Guardian of the 
notorious Camp 20, did not appear much dis- 
tur bed last evening when it was announced 
to him that the special grand jury had in- 
dicted him for murder, He satin an arm 
chair alongside the little iron bedstead in the 
celi nonchalantly smoking a cigar when he 
received the intelligence. 

There must have been a heap of perjury 
sworn to in order to bring this result about,” 
was the comment he made when asked for 
his opinion of the result. 

en yee dia not expect to be indicted?” 
was asked, 

„No. I did not. What have they got 
against me? As 1 understand it, the whole 
matter narrowed itself down to the alleged 
appointment by me of this secret committee 
to convict and sentegee Dr. Cronin. My let- 
ters to Spelman will show that 
there never was such a thing. I 
advised Longenecker to send for 
Spelman and have him produce those letters. 
Lexpected they would furnish the proof of 
my innocence and bring about my release. 
I do not know what Spelman swore to or 
whether he produced tne letters. There must 
have been a sight of false swearing in the 
case if I am indicted. Who else did they 
indict? Are they through?’ he added. 

The reporter read over a list of the names. 

**Whois this Kunze?’ asked Beggs. ‘I 
never beard his name mentioned before.“ 

After a pause Beggs reverted to his own 
case unsolicited. 

“At first,’ he said, “they had me con- 
nected with the alleged bogus dispatches 
from New York. Well, they dropped that. 
Then they took up another tack and wanted 
to make it appear that I haa written to some 
of the New York suspects. They dropped 
that, too. Now it seems they are bound to 
make it appear that there was a secret meet- 
ing in Camp 20 at which I presided and 
appointed a committee to convict and 
sentence Dr. Cronia, Such a meeting could 
not have been held. Our meeting nights 
were Fridays; that was the only night we 
could have the hali. Do you suppose such a 
secret meeting could have been hela and the 
rest of the camp not know about itt“ 

Beggs did not ask nor did he even intimate 
or desire to know whether Alexander Suili- 
van had been indicted or not. This seemed 
peculiar to the reporter, and, after some 
skirmishing, the reporter remarked that 
while he (Beggs) had been indicted Alexan- 
der Sullivan was let go scot free. 

“I pever believed,“ he answered, that 
Alexander Sullivan had anything to do with 
the case. Why should he? The newspapers 
would make it appear that he had misappro- 
priated the order’s funds. Would he be 
hkeiy to do that when he is making more 
money as u lawyer than hundreds of others 
in this city? Why should he want Dr. Cronin 
out of the way! What objeot would ne have 
for so doing! The question of misappropri- 
ation of funds had long since been settled.“ 

**Wouldno’t his political aspirations be a 
good and sufficient motive?” suggested the 
reporter. :

“I'd like to know what Dr. Cronin could have 
done to injure Sullivan's political vrospects?”’

SULLIVAN MEN STILL RULE, 


The Appointments of President Corkery 
Cause Great Indignation. 

At the meeting of United Irish societies 
heid in Fitzgerald Hall June 2 President 
Daniel Corkery was authorized to anpoint a 
Committee on Arrangements for the Irish- 
American demonstration to be held Aug. 15, 
and pursuant to his authority he selected the 
coinmitteemen last Wednesday. 

The friends of Dr. Cronin were greatly 
scandalized by many of the proceedings of 
that meeting, and their indignation was ex- 
cited anew by the selections made for the 
Committee of Arrangements by President 
Corkery. 

‘‘They are Sullivan men almost to the last 
individual,” said a friend of tne murdered 
physician last night. “A few Crontn men 
were appointed on the committee, and 
these, you may feel assured, will be 
given a back seat. This is carrying the 
matter too far. If you remember, John F. 
Beggs introduced a resolution at the meeting 
in which the respect of the united societies 
was expressed for the members of the 
society who had died in the past. There 
were six names included in this list, and 
umong them wus that of Dr. Cronin. 

It was protested that the memory of Dr. 
Cronin and the awful nature of his death 
should be notified in a special manner, and 
not in the casual manner accorded to those 
who die from natural causes. The rsolution 
was amended after a strong debate. 

Then it was resoived to turn the money 
collected by the society during the last thir- 
teen years over to Parneli. The date for the 
transfer of the funds from the treasury of 
the organization was fixed for Aug. 15. 

There must have been a motive in Presi- 
dent Corkery’s having almost entirely ignored 
Cronin men, and placed Sullivan's faction on 
the committee, Itisto be seen whether the 
money is turned over to the Parnell fund, 
and whetiier due respect is paid to the mem- 
ory of Dr. Cronin.” 

The newly-appointed Committee on Ar- 
rangements of the United Irish Societies met 
at McCoy’s Hotel lust night. The few Cro- 
nin sympathizers on thé committee were not 
ovens President Corkery presided. the 

usiness of the meeting was to select sub- 
committees, which wasdone speedily, after 
which the committee adjourned without ac- 
complishing anything further. 

Although the * Cronin men” were not 
present they were given places on the sub- 
committees. In the Committee on Address 
there were three of Dr. Cronin’s triends and 
two of the Suilivan fachon. Judge Prender- 
gust, Ed M. Lahiff, and James F. Boland 
were the “Cronin men,“ and M. J. Kane 
and P. T. Mclivane the Sullivanites. 

ln the Committee on Speakers there was 
one Cronin man“ and three members of the 
opposition. The unit was W. J. Hynes, and 
the Sullivan followers were John F. Finerty, 
Daniel Corkery, and Mr. Flavin. 

The minor committee aiso contained the 
names of a few of the supporters of the 
measures of Dr. Cronin. 

It is said from a reliable source that the 
“Cronin men seriously contemplated re- 
fusing to coéperate with the others in the 
demonstration, holding aloof until the 
money is paid over to the Parnell fund and 
matters are straightened in the United So- 
cleties. 

The members of the organization who are 
opposed to the present clique governing the 
Unite? Societies are somewhat opposed by 
the moderate steps taken in the selection of 
the sub-committee, but they seem to 
see a trap in the arrangement, 
and are somewhat suspicious of the 
sudden openness of the men in power. They 
say that Corkery is afraid to carry his high- 
handed proceedings too far,.and has given 
the ‘Cronin men ashow to appease weir 
constituencies,

GOV. THAYER GIVEN A SOUND RATING, 


Reply of the SBritish-American Association 
in the Egan Controversy. 

Boston, Mass., June 29.—[Special.]—The 
Executive Committee ot, the British-Amer- 
ican Association recently issued a protest 
against the appointment of Patrick Egan of 
Nebraska to the position of Minister to Chili. 
A copy of the paper was sent to Gov. Thayer 
of Nebraska, which greatly incensed that of- 
ficial, and he wrote a most scathing reply to 
the youthful organization. This body has 
now prepared a second protest against Egan’s 
confirmation, and at the same time gave the 
Nebraska Governor a sound rating. 

* You, sir,“ says their manifesto, „belong 
to that wing of the Republican party that 
bas brought dishonor and discredit on its 
fair name by allying itself with the worst 
elements of mne Irish Democracy which has 
sunk so low as to beg the favor of such so- 
cieties as the Cian-na-Gael, who a Chicago 
jury affirmed are ‘not in harmony with and 
are injurious to American institutions,’ and 
aiso of such Irishmen as your friend Egan, 
Alexander Suvan, and Beggs. The favor 
of such men is sought for by politicians of 
your kind.“ 

The letter declares that the confirmation 
of Egan will auchate the British-American 
support from the Republican party. The or- 
ganization commands about 5,000 votes in 
Massachusetts. a

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., June 29.—[Special.]— 
A prominent Nashville, Tenn., gentleman by 
the name of Justice Consadine, who has been 
on a business trip to this city for several 
days, is authority for the statement that a 
few days since Patrick McGarigie of Chicago, 
an acguaintance, passed through this city en 
route for South America, He told Mr. Con- 
sadine that he had involuntarily been a 
witness to certain transactions in the Cro- 
ain case, that they involved men to whom 
he was obligated, and that he was going to 
Honduras to keep from testifying. He was 
to have sailed from New Orleans June B. 

The Chicago authorities say that no man of 
that name is wanted in connection with the 
Cronin case.

NEw York, June 29.— The Brooklyn police 
tonight said they had not found Patrick 
Cooney, the Cronin suspect, in their juris- 
diction. They, as well as the police of other 
cities, have been asked to look for him. It 
was reported that he had ieft Cincinnati 
Wednesday to visit a sister in Brooklyn, but 
the police are of the opinion that he is not in 
the City of Churches.

The Law and the Lawyer. 

CHICAGO, June 28.—[{Editor of The Tribune.}]— 
In your editorial today, commenting upon Mr. 
Devew's eulogy of the lawyers, the question is 
asked: “Can it be éaid that justice is uny better 
administered today than it was 100 years ago?” 

The uffirmative answer to the question is one 
of the most abundantly attested facts of the lust 
century. One hundred years ago lit- 
igation was 60 expensive that none 
but persons of means could vent- 
ure to embark init; the necessary consequence 
was that the laws afforded practically no redress 
for persons of small means, and allowed that 
class of criminals who live by small frauds al- 
most complete immunity. As court costs are 
now fixed any person, however slender his 
means, may invoke the law to redress a wrong, 
however trifling. Again, the technicalities of the 
law upon which the event of so many 
cases formerly turned, have been so far relaxed 
that they seldom play an important part in 4a 
cause, except asa result of carelessness. Out- 
side of great cities the time honored delay of the 
law has become more of a sound than a fact. 
While the administration of justice is farfrom 
perfect today. yet its condition a century ago is 
ridiculous in comparison. 

There is what seems to me a great errorin the 
judgment of the efliciency of the laws; com- 
monly it is passed upon the result of litigation, 
but the excellence of laws has its proof in the 
obedience to them and noi in the redress of their 
infraction; and in order to determine their ex- 
celience the inquiry must be, how large a por- 
tion of the community observe them! As the 
number of law-breakers is very small, 
and the number of business transactions 
which come before the court is insignificant 
in comparison with the whole, the conclusion 
must be favorable to the laws, The efficiency of 
the measures of redress for infractions concerns 
the enforcement only. and with a people. the far 
greater — of whom respect the laws of their 
own making, this question is secondary and in- 
cidental only. and with all respect to the learned 
Judge whose criticism you habe quoted I submit 
that his criticism does not go to the merits of 
this question at all. It seems to me improper 
to eitner — the lawyers with the defects of 
laws or to credit them with their exceilence fur- 
ther than what concerns their udaptation to the 

reviously existing body of the law. Nearly all 
aw reforms, real or so called, are called for by 
the people, anu the lawyers in the Legisiature 
simply respond to the demand.

There 
is much exaggeration in describing the pun- 
ishment men receive in the ring. Take Char- 
ley Mitchell, for instance. He has fought 
sixteen battles, and, according to the news- 
paper accounts of prize fights, he ought to re- 
semble a monster of deformity and ugliness; 
yet he hasn’t a scratch on him, and even his 
enemies will admit that he is a good-looking 
man. 

It seems to me it requires a peculiar kind of 
talent to give a correct account of a prize 
fight, and yet often young men who have 
never seen a prize fight represent great news- 
papers on the battle ground. It takes a man 
with some knowledge of fighting to record 
correctiy not only the biows that were given, 
but the effect of the same. 

Ishouldn't think it would be a bad idea for 
areporter to have an ex-prize fighter sit be- 
side him during the contest and take down 
in shorthand his opinions on the matter. In 
making these suggesuons I do not, of course, 
presume to instruct newspaper editors in 
their business. I merely throw out a hint 
which I should think would be to their ad- 
vantage, and I think other fighters will agree 
in what I nave said on this subject. 

RICH PRIZE FIGHTERS. 

Prize fighters seldom grow rich, but there 
have been some cases in England where they 
have accumuiated considerable money. There 
was Tom King, wno died leaving à fortune 
of $600,000—$500,000 in money and the balance 
in real estate. He made bis money out of 
prize fighting and horse rac'ng. Tom Say- 
ers was well off when he died. There is 
Jem Smith, the beuvyweight; he is worth 
$25,000 or $30,000, and he has made all bis 
money by prize fighting and boxing exhuibi- 
tions. 

At the present time the estate of James 
Fig, the first champion of England and the 
father of the ring, is in chancery. Every 
one has read of Fig, who lived somewhere 
about 1720 and made boxing ana fighting 
popular with the best ciass of peuple. Fig 


had a court, or amphitheatre, where he had 


boxing exhibitions, which were attended by 
crowds ot spectators, the sports being wit- 
nessed by the royal and noble people of that 
day, who encouraged the fistic art, believing 
that it made the people hardy and brave. 
Fig died, leaving no heirs. He had two 
brothers, one in Australia and the other in 
the West Indies, who did not learn of his 
death, and they finaily died themselves. 

Now there is nearly $1,000,000 in dispute, a 
London lawyer having taken up the claim for 
some of the descendants of Fig’s brotners. 
There is a big piece of property right in the 
centre of Léndon that, 1 suppose, wasn’t 
worth $25 when Fig owned it; now it could 
be sold for $500,000. . 

In conclusion I cannot forbear contrasting 
the manner in which I was treated in Eu- 
gland and the abuse which was heaped upon 
me afew months since in my own country, 
caused by the fact that Charles Mitchell, an 
Englishman, was friend. Americans are 
treuted well in England and I fail to see any 
reason for the prejudice against Mitchell, a 
man wio has made many friends in the 
United States ana has always conducted 
himself in a proper manner, He is with me 
now, simply because he is my friend and 
wants to heip me win in the coming contest. 
Af tor it is over he is going directly back to 
England.

BALTIMORE, Md., June 29.—([Special, }—Several 
thaw | men of this city professing to have a 
thorough knowledge of pbysical training and 
pugitism say that Jake Kilrain shows signs of 
overtraining, and comment has been general on 
the remark of the pugilist the other day that he 


was so tired the night before that he could hard- 


ly sleep. Owingto the hot weather of the last 
few days Kilrain has not worked so hard and has 
slept better. The regular systematic course of 
training ended tonight, though he will continue 
to take vigorous and diversitied exercise from 
now on till the day of the battle. As he came 
out of the bath today and was rubbed down 
Kilrain looked a splendid speciman of phys- 
ical manhood. The sinews and muscles of 
his legs showed as strongly as the biceps 
and the muscular development of the back and 
chest. The flesh of his legs and arms is firm as 
@ rock, andzhis hands by the pickling process 
have bee rendered iron-like. If there has been 
any overtraining itis not apparent, as his arm 
movements are easy. swift, and powerful. Mul- 
doon recently said toa Baltimore sporting man 
that he was afraid Sullivan might prove weak in 
the legs. There is no such danger with Kilrain. 
Mitchell declares Jake has the tinest pair of legs 
of any fighter in the world. Before Mitchell left 
for New York yesterday he said that his man was 
in as fine condition as he ever saw a puzilist for a 
fight. ‘“*He has not been overtrainea,”’ de- 
clared the Englishman. “If he has I 
reckon I ought to know it.” Some of 
Kilrain's friends blame Mitchell for instilling 
too much contidence in Kilrain, while others 
explainthat Mitchell has feared his man would 
become nervous, and has therefore to belittie 
Sullivan's ability and make Kilrain believe that 
the big fellow is not so bard to down as the sport- 
ing world imagines. ere is such a thing, how- 
ever, as a man being too confident. Mitchell 
says he has given Kilrain all of Sullivan’s 
tricks, and that the rushing business is not going 
to work this time. “Sullivan couldn't frighten 
me.“ says Mitchell, and he'll find he can't 
scare Kilrain.“ The betting in general tonight 
is about even, with an occasional Kilrain enthu- 
slast offering odds that nud ready takers.

He has only two engagements arranged; one is 
for an exhibition at Milwaukee ednesday 
night and another is an eight- round contest with 
George Godfrey before the Bay State Club, Bos- 
ton, to take place the second week in July. 
U nder his contract his contests during his vaca- 
tion are to be limited to eight rounds or less. 

He is a big and dark-colored man with pro- 
nounced Ethiopian features. He is, however, at 
the same time mid mannered and intelligent, 
and just the reverse of the typical pugilist in 
every respect excepting size, strength, and 
science. He is a wonderfully clever man 
with his hands, but is not given to brag- 
ging or talking fight. At the same time 
he is ready to fight anybody, upon condition 
that the match shall be decided before the Cal- 
ifornia Athletic Club. He knows that he will get 
a fair show in California, and has been led to be- 
lieve that he will not get similar treatment this 
side the Rocky Mountains. He makes no excep- 
tions, but is ready to meet Kilrain, Sul- 
livan, Killen, or anybody else who will goto 
California to make an effort to win a big purse. 
and he says the Califurnia Athletic Club will 
offer a big purse any time any of the prominent 
pugilists in the country will agree to meet him. 
He is a remarkably built man. He stands six 
feet and a quarter of an inch in his bare 
feet, in condition weighs 195 pounds, and 
measures fifty inches around the shoulders, 
forty around the chest. and only thirty 
around the waist. His light waist 
caused Joe McAuliffe and Cardiff to believe they 
could certainly vanquish him. The trouble was 
they could not geton to his light waist, They 
found a man who was tooclever for them, who, 
in addition to being one of the most scientific 
boxers that ever lived, had a phenomenally long 
reach, and when they started to try to get at his 
body they almost invariably ran against his 
left to begin with, and then received a smash in 
the region of the heart from his right. He is not 
a quick man on his feet, but he handles his feet 
so well that with surprisingly little action he 
gets out ot range of a lead and back in striking 
distance. 

Yesterday afternoon, while strolling about 
the city and visiting a few sporting re- 
sorts, he lost or was robbed of a purse 
containing $300 in money. a draft for #8700 
on the Nevada Bank of San Francisco, and a 
number of papers. He *ad the pocketbook in 
his hip pocket, and does not remember having 
taken it out at any time. The loss is an unac- 
countable one to him. He says he would like to 
know whether he lost it or whether some of Chi- 
cago’s clever pickpockets touched bim for it. 
At any rate, he says he will make no fuss about it 
if they will only send him back the draft and the 
papers, which are of no value to anybody except 
himself. He says if the finder or the thief will 
just mail the draft and papers to him at the 
Grand Pacific he will agree to forfeit the money. 
As a precautionary measure he tclegraphed on 
the Nevada Bank to stop the draft.

ifeltsure he nad written some of these 
parties, but as I could not find any letters 
from them I[ set out to bunt them up in per- 
son.

In one of 
them he stated that be would soon have 
money to invest, and expressed his satisfac- 
tion at the particulars of the speculation as 
faras given him.

An Interesting Story of a Detective’s Work 
in Ferreting Out a Marder Case in Iowa 
A Carefally Planned Alibi Which Was 
Easily Unraveled When Once the Clew 
Was Obtained—The Strong Web Woven 
Around the Murderer by Circumstantial 


Evidence. 

The man who sits down to deliberately 
plan a crime works every point and detail to 
one common centre—an alibi. The law has 
common sense enough in this one particular 
to presume that a man who is in Boston, for 
instance, when a murder is committed in Cin- 
cinnati could not nave fired the shot or struck 
the blow. Therefore, let one accused of 
crime prove to the jury that he was at some 
other point at a certain critical hour and he 
must be declared innocent. This knowledge 
makes the alibi a favorite defense. If not 
clearly proved, it always raises doubts and 
affords opportunity for argument. On the 
other hand, however, when an alibi is fairly 
beaten by the prosecution, then circumstan- 
tial evidence becomes the death-trap of the 
accused and he has no show. 

One of the best laid alibis Jever ran up against 
in my career as a detective, says a writer in 
the New York Sun, ana one of the easiest to 
work out after I got the end of the thread in 
hand, was put forward inacase in lowa 
about twenty years ago. The situation was 
this: In a small village in the western part 
of the State hived a Miss Clarinda Moore, a 
spinster about 45 years of age. She was worth 
$50,000, and she had adopted a boy named 
Byron Fergus. At the date of which lam 
writing this boy was no longer a boy, but a 
young man of 23. He was employed as a 
clerk in a dry-goods house and boarded and 
lodged at home. He was adopted at the age 
of 12, ana the day he reached his majority 
Miss Moore made a will leaving him every- 
thing. This fact was kncwntoali in the 
village. Fergus wasa model young man. No 
one could point out a single bad habit. He 
was trusted and respected by all, and had he 
been accused of the slightest dishonesty no 
one woula have believed the charge. 

in a smaller village six miles away Fergus 
had an aunt who was a widow and lived 
alone, with the exception of having the com- 
pany of a servant girl He was in the habit 
of going over there about once in two months 
and remaining over Sunday.

The Dickey Inquest. 

The cause of death in the case of Alice Dickéy, 
the girl who, with all her family, was supposed 
to have been poisoned by food which they had 
eaten, will probably always be a mystery. Be- 
fore the Coroner’s jury which has been investi- 
gating the case, Dr. Ludwig Hektver, who made 
the uutopsy, testified that nis examination de- 
veloped nothing except the fact that the mucous 
membrane of the stomach and intestines had 
been subjected to acute inflammation which wus 
the immediate cause of death. 

Dr. J. H. Long in his testimony said he had ex- 
amined the stomach and its contents and could 
tind 4 trace of any poison, either mineral or al- 
kaloid, 

The Coroner's jury returned its verdict to the 
effect that * the immediate cause of death was 
acute inflammation of the mucous membrane of 
the stomach and intestines, the same being pro- 
duced by causes unknown to us.“

BUSINESS IN THE LAW COURTS. 


An Executor’s Difficulty—Divorce Proceed- 
ings—New Suits Commenced. 

A bill was filed in the Circuit Court by Ralph

HOW DIFFERE PATIENTS ACT. 

Some of inese — remain motionless: 
others move a little and change their posi- 
tions, but still remain sleepy. In some cases 
somnolence is not induced; the patients can- 
notopen their eyes, and speak and answer 
questions. In the second degree the patients 
keep their eyes closed, their limbs are 
relaxed, and they hegr everything that is 
Said to them, as well as what is said around 
them.. This degree is characterized by what 
is known as suggestive cutalepsy: the limbs 
remain in the positions in which they are 


placed by the operator. In the third degree 


the drowsiness is more pronounced i- 
bility to touch is dimaunished or -eunirely 
absent. and the patient is capable of making 
automatic movements. If the patient begins 
vo move his arms and is told that he cannot 
stop he cannot. In the fourth de- 
gree the patient loses his relationship 
with the outer world. He hears what the 
operator says, but not what others around 
him say, though tne operator may put him 
into relationship with any one. e fifth 
and sixth degrees are characterized by for- 
getfulness upon waking of all that has oc- 
curred during sleep—constituting somnam- 
bulism. The fifth degree is light somnam- 
bulism, the patients remembering in a vague 
sort of way. In these degrees there 
is absence of sensibility, suggestive cata- 
lepsy, automatic movements, and hallu- 
cinauions caused by suggestion. In 
deep somnamoulism—the sixth degree 
tne remembrance of what has occurred is 
entirely obliterated, and cannot be revived 
spontaneously, 2 it can be revived 
artificially. The docility to suggestion and 
the care with which the phenomena are in- 
duced aré not alwaysin proportion to the 


depth of the hypnotic sleep. Some patients. 


in this condition can be communicated with 
easily, Eut when others are asleep they may 
be questioned in vain, and it is difficult to in- 
duce suggestive cutalepsy in such persons. 


Each hypnotized person has his own in- 


dividuality, his own special personality. 
Thus, between a perfectiy conscious condi- 
tion, apd deep sleep there are all degrees of 
hypnotism. 

INTELLECTUAL AND MORAL EDUCATION. 

Durand has said that hypnotic suggestion 
furnishes us with a basis for an intellectual 
and moral education, and will some day be 
introduced into educational institutions and 
penitentiaries, The field that opens before 
this practically new science is almost bound- 
less. Wesee aman in a spontaneously or 
artifictaily induced somnambulism, a docile 
instrument in tne hands of another, with no 
will of his own, submit to all influences ana 
perform any acts; and when he is awakened 
trom his hypnotic state we see him 
execute an ofcer, believing that he

She confessed her crime with 
complete indifference; sne killed M. P. be- 
cause she did notlhke him. They could ar 
rest her. She knew well what awaited her. 
She was asked it I had not suggested the 
idea of the murder she had just committed. 
She ussured us that this was not so, that she 
was led to it spontaneously, and that she 
alone was to blame.“ 7 

EXPERIMENTS ON SUSCEPTIBLE SUBJECTS. 

Dr. Bernheim tells of several experiments 
performed on susceptibie subjects: J. F. 
S., a young man of 22, had worked as a com- 
positor in the printing house of Berger-Lev- 
rault. In the presence of Dr. Schmitt I said 
to him (without hypnotizing him): * You see 
this gentleman? You met him. yesterday in 
the street talking with several people. As 
you passed him be approached yon, struck 
you several times with his cane, and took 
the money you had in your pocket. Tell me 
how that happened.’ S. instantly re- 
plied: * Yesterday at 3 o' clock in the 
afternoon I was walking along Academy 
place. I saw M. talking in a loud voice with 
several people. Suddenly, I cannot tell why, 
M. came up to me, hit me several times with 
his cane, put his hands in my pockets, and 
took my money away from me.’ ‘Is that 
really true?’ Iasked. I have just made you 
teil that.’ It is perfectly true.’ Look here,’ 
said I, ‘you know well I hypnotized you and 
gave you a suggestion. the Po- 
lice Commissioner questioned you what 
would you suy?’ ‘I would tell the 
truth. You did not give mea suggestion. 
He struck me with his cane and took my 
money away.“ Would you swear to it! 
Think; perhaps it’s an idea or an illusion 
that you have.“ I would swear to it before 
God.’ Perhaps it was some one resembling 
this gentleman?’ ‘It was this man; I am ab- 
soluteiy certain.“ Three hypnotizable, sus- 
ceptible chilaren heard this conversation. 
Each one upon being questioned asserted 
the truth of what S—— said; that’S—— had 
told them about it in the morning. At the 
time these children and S—— had been in the 
hospital for some time. The next day 8— 
persisted in his story.“ 

THE IMAGINATION AT WORK. 

Some subjects of these experiments by 
Bernheim and Liégeois related the facts with 
surprising accuracy of detail. Like a pro- 
fessional liar, they invent out of the whole 
cloth, with imperturbable coolaess and per- 
fect conviction. Their imagination suggests 


all the circumstances of the selt-conceived 


plotorcrime. The picture of the fictitious 
scene exists in their own minds; they have 
seen with their Own eyes. To study such 
facts is to enlighten justice, to forewarn so- 
ciety against grave judicial errors that may 
result from ignorance; to attract attention 
to these phenomena of sugges on is often 
enougu to liberate truth. Serious adults, as 
well as- children, can give false testimony in 
rfect. good faith. 
The — cures that have been performed 
by ‘*faith-healers’’ must be attributed to 
hypnotic suggestion. In practical medicine 
the tield of suggestive therapeutics is large, 
but does not include dll ne ilis of the human 
race. It is not only in hysteria, in neurosis, 
and in purely functional nervous maladies 
that nypnotism finds an application, but also 
in organic affections of the nervous system, 
and in other diseases. Hypnotism, then, may 
de regarded as a remedial agent and 


as such is entitled toa place in the mate 


ria (or immateria) medica; but it must be 
used judiciously, just as opium or quinine. 
That there are dangers connected with the 
abuse of hypnotism no one can doubt, and 
because of these dangers the employment of 
hypnotism should be restricted to scientific 
persons. It is the physician’s part to separate 
the useful from the harmful effect, and to 
it to the relief of his patients. No

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TWO HUNDRED YEARS AGO 


TO CELEBRATE THE FOUNDING OF 
RITTENHOUSE’'S PAPER MILL. 


How the First Plant in America Was 
Erected in Roxboroagh, Philadelphia, 
in 1690—The Original Water-mark and 
the signatares of the Manufacturers— 
William Bradford, the First Printer in 
the Middle Colonies, Starts the Move- 
ment—Preparing for the Bi-Centennial. 


PHILaApDELpura, Pa., June 27.—[Special Cor- 
respondence. - If one who knew were asked 
which of all the poets is most useful as well 
as most popular in this town of Penn he 
probably would answer John G. Whictier, 
the gentle Quaker. He has immortalized not 
only the moral sentiments and aspirations of 
a large part of the most influential people of 
the city, but he hus Ee his muse for the 
praise of our material achigvements also. 
He is now to be asked to sing of the glory of 
the rise and progress of one of the most im- 
Dortant industries in the country—none 
other, indeed, than that of the paper trade. 

The first paper mill in the New World was 
established in what is now a part of the City 
of Philadeiphia, on the banks of a little 
tributary to the beautiful and storied 
Wissahickon, It is now proposed to cele- 
brate the bi-centennial anniversary of the 
founding of this great industry in Septem- 
ber of next year, as nearly as possible on the 
site of the tirst mill. The idea has already 
received the sanction of solid and influential 
men both here and elsewhere, and some of 


the most enthusiastic support has come from 


the West. A circular sent out over the coun- 
try by ex-Senator Horatio Gates Jones set- 
ting out the scheme is also daily meeting 
with favorable responses. In this circular 
Mr. Jones says: 8 

In September, 1690, the first paper- mill in 
America was erected in Roxborough, Philadel- 
phia, on arivulet, now called Paper-Mill Run, 
which empties into Wissahickon Creek, a short 
distance ubove the River Schuylkill. The first 
papermaker was Wilhelm Rittinghousen, now 
anglicized into William Rittenhouse. The mili 
Was no doubt built by William Bradford, 
the first printer in the Middle Colonies 
of British America; Samuel Carpenter. 
merchant; Thomas Tresse, iron monger; 
Robert Turner, merchant; ang several oth- 
ers. It is now deemed proper that 
bi-centennial of the beginning of so important 
an industry, should be celebrated by the paper- 
makers and printers of the present day in Sep- 
tember, 1890. I beg leave to issue this circular 
to ask for advice as to the propriety of having a 
meeting held in Philadelphia in September of 
this year to consult about the mode of such a bi- 
centennial. 
number of prominent papermakers and printers 
we can deciae as to future action. My own idea 
is to meet in 1890 near tne spot where the first 
mill was erected, and to have read a brief sketch 
of its history. to be followed by an oration and a 
banquet. 

WANT A POEM BY WHITTIER. 

As one may infer from the circular the de- 
tails of the celebration are not yet marked 
out, though a pretty clear outline has been 
suggested. It is confidently hoped that 
Whittier will accede to the request to be 
made to him, to write the poem of the occa- 
sion. Years ago he was the editor 6f the 
Anti-Slavery Standard, published in this city. 
He lived here and loved to wander along the 
banks of the sweet Wissahickon and its tiny 
tributaries. He has, of course, also many 
personal friends among the paper manufac® 
urers, publishers, and printers, all of whom, 
like himself, will naturally have a personal 
interest in the celebration. Addresses will 
be made by prominent papermakers, printers, 
and publishers representing various sec- 
tions of the country. u banquet will be an 
Imposing one, and it is understood that a prom- 
inent publisher bas said he stands ready per- 
sonaliy to defray ail the expenses of that in- 
teresting feature of the celebration. Nicholas 
Rittenhouse, a lineal descendant of the first 
Willian, is still living, at the age of 80 


years, in Germantown, about a mile and ua 


haif from the site of the old mill. He 18 
quiet and retiring, but he is to be asked to 
take a prominent part in the celebration if 
his health permit, aud will probably be re- 
quested to presiae at some one of the func- 
uons. 
THE HISTORY OF THE OLD MILL. 

Ex-Senator Jones, Vice-President of the 
Pennsylvania Historical Society, who is 
working so hard to make the celebration a 
success, 18 a native of Roxborough, now a 
part of this city, and lives upon Land taken 
up by his maternal ancestor, Wigart Lever- 
ing, in the years 1691 and 1697, who settled 
in Germantown, which is aiso now includea 
within the limits of this city, ana was inti- 
mate with the Ritterhouses and Francis 
Daniel Pastorious, the founder of German- 
town. Mr. Jones has written a history of 
the Rittenhouse paper-mill on paper mude in 
the mill in the first year of its foundation. 
The manuscript 1s handsomely bound, and, 
as vou may imagine, is valved and guarded 
As a gem. He will have the history printed 
and illustrated with Rittenhouse paper marks 
and fac-similes of the signatures of the found- 
er of the mill and his successor. No picture 
of the first Rittenhouse or of the old mill 
is so far as can be learned extant. Mr. Jones 
hopes to have the publication ready in time 
for the bi-centennial celebration. tt will be 
one of the most interesting features of the 
festivities, though doubtless the manufact- 
urers of paper from all parts of the United 
States, who will take part in the celebration, 
will find still greater pleasure in an examina- 
tion of the manuscript itself. 

In the early days of Germantown’s found- 
ing all the paper used ia America was im- 
orted from Engiand, France, or Holland. 
When William Bradford, the first printer in 
the middle colonies, settled in Philadelphia 
and began to print books he naturally saw 
that there was a necessity for having paper 
made in this country, and there is little doubt 
that he induced Pastorious to secure some 
Dutch or German papermakers to cume to 


Philadelphia. The Rittennouses were among 


them. It is said that the Rittenhouses 
first seitled in New York, but if they 
did it is certain they did not long remain 
there, as the only printer, Wiliam bradford, 
lived in this vity, and it is here the Ritten- 


houses first appear as Citizens, settling first 


in Germantown\ gnd then removing to the 
adjoining township of Roxborough, where, 
near the wilds of Wissahickon Creek, then 
called Whitpain’s Creek, they found a rivu- 
let, now and for neurly two centuries called 
Paper Mill Run, which they saw would sup- 
ply them wun pure water fora paper mill. 
Bradford at once formed a company to build 
such a mul. Among his associates were 
Samuel Carpenter, Robert Turner, Thomas 
Tresse, William Rittenhouse, and several 
others. The mill was built in a meadow on 
Paper Mill Run in tne year 1690. There is, 
so far as can be ascertained, no record of its 
dimensions, but according to tradition it was 
quite smail. Bradiord, it is interesting to 
observe, had the monopoly of ali the paper 
manufactured there. This as you see was 
the first paper trust’? in America, and 
these gentiemen formed the first syndicate. 
AMERICA’S FIRST PAPERMAKER. 

The papermaker, Wilhelm Ryttinghuisen, 
now anglicized into William Rittenhouse, 
was born in Broich. Holland, in 1644, where 
his anvestors have been paper makers for 
many veurs. It appears from records/ still 
preserved in this old town that he a bis 
son Claus, and the. Leverings, and **sIxty- 
four of tne first Germantown inhabitants,” 
were, May 7, 1691, duly naturalized in Phila-

What ied to a 
dissolution of the company is not known, but 
it is probable that it was caused by the de- 
struction of the mill by a heavy freshet in 
1701-02. Sometime prior to 1705 William 
Rittenhouse became sole Owner, and then for 
150 years the business was carried on by the 
Rittenhouse family, father, son, grandson, 
and greatgrandson. After Bradford went to 
the City of New York, where, April 10, 1693, 
he established a printing press, much of the 

aper made at the mill was sold to him. In 
September, 1697, Bradford leased his one- 
fourth interest in the mill for ten years. His 
rent was to be paid in paper, as foilows: 
Seven reams of printing paper, two of good 
writing paper, and two of blue paper, yearly.

of the size 20x30 inches. 

When the mill was destroyed the Ritten- 
houses began its rebuilding, but moved far- 
ther down the stream. This was when Will- 
iam Penn was in Philadelphia during his sec- 
ond visit to America. e saw the impor- 
tance of such an industry and wrote a letter 
recommending the public to render aid to 
the papermakers to set up theik paper-mill 
again. This they happily did. v made 
the new mili larger than the first—but that 
too, in the course af a century disappeare 
and a third mill was built, which still stands, 
although it is not now used for making pa- 
per. Its last use was as a cotton varn mill. 
The water-marks .of the Rittenhouse mill 
were first the word “Company,” next the 
letters W. R.,“ the initials of the founder, 
on one side of the sheet, and on the other 
half tne clover-leaf in a shield, surmounted 
by a kind of crown, While beneath was the 
word » Pensilvauis.“ The next were the 
letters K. R.,“ the initials of Klaus Ritten- 
house, the second papermaker, and then the 
letters “I. R.,“ for Jacob Rittenhouse, who 
was the last papermaker named Rittenhouse,

THE OLD WATER-MARK. 
William Rittenhouse, tne founder, was a 


‘Mennonite preacher (as was also his son 


Claus) and was the first Mennonite Bishop 


in America. The church still exists in Ger- 


mantown in which he.preached. He died in 
1708, aged 64 years. His son Claus died in 
May, 1734, aged 68. He was the grandfather 
of the celebrated David Rittenhouse, the 
astronomer, who was born Avr I 8, 1732, in a 
house still standing near the site of te old 
pee mill. His father, Matthias Ritten- 
ouse, was the youngest son of Claus. Will- 
iam Rittenhouse, the oldest son of Claus, car- 
ried on the mill for many years, and he left 
it to his son Jacob, who died in 1811 and left 
it to his nephews, Enoch and Samuel Ritten- 
house. They rented it to Jacob Markie, who 
was the last person who made paper there. 
PHILADELPHIA'S FIRST NEWSPAPER. 
The Rittenhouse mill apparently was not 
only the first but the only paper manufac- 
torv in the colonies uutil 1710, when Wili:iam 
De Wees, a brother-in-law of Claus Ritten- 
house, built one on the west side of Wissa- 
hickon Creek, near tne present line of Mont 
gomery County, which adjoins the County of 
Philadelphia. The first newspaper printed 


“here was Bradford’s Mercury, established in 


1719 by Andrew Bradford, a son of William 
Bradford. The white,paper was bought of 
Claus Rigtenhenu 1 son of William. and 
the s mens extan¥ contain Claus' mark, 
K. R.,“ Claus being spelled either witha 
K or C. and in marking the K was used in

CLAUS RITTENHOUSE’S AUTOGRAPH. 

The early writers in Pennsylvania have 
referred to this celebrated mill, but give no 
particular details. Richard Frame, an eariy 
settler of Philadelphia, wrote a poem which 
was printed by William Bradford in 1692. In 
it he says A paper mill near German Town 

Another writer; Judge John 
Holme, in 1696, wrote as follows: 
“4 TRUE RELATION OF THE FLOURISHING STATE 
OF PENNSYLVANIA* R. 
Here dwelt a printer and I said 
That he can both print books and bind; 
He wants not paper, ink. nor skill— 
He's owner of a paper mill. 
The paper mill is here hard by 
And makes good paper frequently. 
But the printer, as I do hear tell, 
Is gone unto New York to dwelL 
No doubt but he will lay up bags 
If ne can get good store of rags. 
Kind friend, when thy old shift is rent 
Let it to the paper mill be sent. 
Judge Holme was a Baptist and a lover of 


religious liberty. He was one of the magis- 


trates of the City of Philadelphia and sat on 
the bench when illiam Bradford was tried 
for publishing George Keith’s pamphlet, and 
voted against Bradford’s conviction, as ue re- 
garded the prosecution asa religious quarrel. 

The Rittenhouses were apparently for the 
most part quiet, plodding men, and with the 
exception of David, the astronomer, attained 
to no special eminence outside of their own 
trade. Perhaps by reason of the quality of 
their personality the history of the important 
work which they began and carried on is not 
as well know as it might be, though the 
coming celebra¥ion may bring out from neg- 
lected chests @nd drawers old records and 
manuscripts t will throw new light on this 
interesting subject. There is so far as one 
can ascertain no picture of the first William 
extant. The paper mark and the fac similies 


of the signatures of William and Claus Rit- 


tenhouse, giveh in this article, are taken 
from manuscripts of the last years ot the 
seventeenth ventury and bought recently at 
an auction sale.

WORK IN SCOTLAND YARD. 


A GLANCE INTO THE SYSTEM OF THE 
l ENGLISH DETECTIVES, 


Men Who Keep a Close Watch on All the 
Nations of the World—Dynamite Plots 
That Are Discovered Almost as Soon as 
Planned—The Small Rewards That Are 
Paid to Informers—Something About 
Salaries and Expense Accounts—Cipher 
Dispatches Used by the London Police. 


A little grimy archway on the left-hand 
side as you walk from Trafalgar Square to- 
wards the abbey on the street that goveras 
England is the entrance to Scotland 
Yard. Against the piliars lean evermore 
two or three indifferentiy dressed men 
whose function it is to eye the passing pub 
lic suspiciously. If the gaudy horse-guards 
somewhat farther down Whitehall remind 


you of gay right bowers, these gentlemen 


will recali the humble necessary seven and 


eight spots of the game of government. 


They are the English detectives of whom 
in recent 


fortabie, but they are hardly the 


sort of men that a student of Wilkie Collins 
or Gaboriau would expect. Their failures in 


crimes which risé above larceny, burglary, 
and vulgar murder are more easily under- 


stood when the system and the men are 


studied. 

Like everything in the neighborhood of 
Westminster, Scotland Yard has its tradi- 
tions reaching back to the days of the 
Plantagencts; buttrom a royal residence and 
a king’s prison it has come now to be the 
local habitation and name of the secret 
service of the Englishcrown. There isa crim- 
inal museum to beseen here, with mementos 
of thieves and murderers of high and low 
degree; an ordinary police station; and last 
of all the offices of the Criminal Iuvestiga- 
uoh Department,” A group of dingy old 
houses surrounds the courtyard, all ot them 
built on different levels and in different 
times, with modern passages cut through. 
So that the sightseer is always going up or 


down two or three steps or losing himself in 


blind hallways that lead nowhere, or 
coming unexpectedly back to where he start- 
edfrom. The stone stairway leading to the 
upper offices has been channeled in the cen- 
tre by a flood of four centuries of passing 
shoes, so that itis worn away almost to an 
inclined plane iastead of a flight of staccato 
steps. Over everything, in everything, and 
through everything there are grime and 
gioom. The little windows are smoky; fog 
lies in the courtyard, and even the diffused 
daylight by which the Londoner distin- 
guishes night from day is more vaporous and 
unsatisfactory here than elsewhere. 

The visitor is shown the hons most politely. 
Whatever other criticism may appiy, itis 
certain that tne London police, from high- 
est to lowest, are courteous and helpful 
to the stranger within their gates, They 
take all manner of trouble to exhibit and to 


explain everything, from the infernal ma-. 


chine with whieh the Nelson monument was 
to have been blown up to the organization of 
the police force and the general workings of 
the British constitution, 

THE SECRET SERVICE. 

Police are police ali the world over, and 
there is pot enough difference between 
London and Chicago to justify a detailed 
description of how the Bobby” comes to 
his calling and promotuon. It is in the secret 
service alone that the difference begins. 

Up to 1877 the London Detective Police was 
a close corporation, irresponsible und inde- 
pendent, managed entirely from within. In 
that year occurred the “great detective 
scandal,“ in which three members of the force 
were proven bevond all doubt to be in regular 
partnership with an organized gang of swin- 
dlers. The usual remedy for all the ills that civ. 
ilization is heir too was applied—aroyal com- 
mission, namely—and the present system is 
the outcome of the work done then by Mr. 
Howard Vincent. Plain clothes men were 
first put on the force in 1842, They were 
formerly attacned to each station. Now they 
are under the central control. There are 400 
in summer time and 700 in winter, the ranks 
being filled from the uniformed force. Still, 
these do not make the body which is usually 
referred to as Scotland Yard. ‘These area 
chosen corps of about eighty men of whom 
each has the rank of inspector—about 
equivalent to a Lieutenant ot Chi- 
cago police. They form a division 
by themselves called the C. O.“ and 
are under the immediate command of the 
Assistant Commissioner of Police of the 
Home Office. Their generai auty is confined 
to the metropolitan area, but they ure con- 
stantly at work on investigations for the 
Government and for foreign governments. 
About twenty of the men are employed on 
political matters solely, and of these ten 
have made a specialty of Irish affairs both 
in Ireland and America. The political 
detectives have the best of it. They are 
intrusted with the spending of the secret 
service moneys, and much of it of course i 
expended without vouchers or accounts. 
Sometimes they receive handsome presents 
from foreign governments. One London de- 
tective was given £2,000 in 1886 for informa- 
tion furnished the Russias Minister, which 
is said to have saved the Czar’s life. The 
sgcret service fund is a large one. In 
ji@ed it is as large as the Home Office may at 

ame demand. In the years 1881-828384 
85, when dynamite activity was at its worst, 
bills tor“ information“ reaching £5,000 were 
on several occasions paid, according to the 
statements of the officers themselves. 
Smaller sums, from £100 to £600, are paid out 
freely to smaller informers. 

“FIGHTING THE DEVIL WITH FIRE.” 

“Tt is a case of fighting the devil with 
fre,“ said Detective H. Dutton, one of the 
Scotland Yard men now stationed in Dublin, 
to a TRIBUNE reporter in that city last win- 
ter. We must get this information, and 
there is only one way to get it—ana that is to 
buy it. As long as these irish secret socie- 
ties keep up their work there is danger to 
life and property and the money paid out is 
only so much insurance which the Govern- 
ment can well afford to give for comparative 
sécurity.”’ 

Isn't it rather expensive“ 

“No. The amounts paid out are gross- 
ly exaggerated. I could buy any in- 
formation I wanted about Dublin for a £20 
note. That is a heap of money in a poor 
country and among a poor people. You see 
todo anything among these Fenians and 
dynamiters they must take a lot of men into 
the secret. Now, if twenty men know a 
thing. there are two or more of them who 
will be willing to sell it. Of course, 
we get swindled right along; but 
I'd sooner be swindled ten times 
than miss one important disclosure. There 
never are big sums paid out except in excep- 
tional cases. A five pound udte will goa 
long ways. Of course, if we have to uncover 
a man and put him on the witness stand then 
we have to send him away somewhere and 
take care of bim afterwards—that 1s only 
fair. 
to get any man to go intothe box. Even that 
is not much. A couple of hundred pounds is 
ample.“ a , 

„How about those big amounts that are 
said to be paid out:“ 

“7 never knew of anything of the kind in 
Ireland. If there are any big payments they 
have gone to America or Russia. 1 believe a 
man could keep his finger or the pulse of 
Irish conspiracy here in Dublin and not 
spend £3.000 in his natural life. Of course 
state secrets and military information cost 
heavily—and from whatI.have heard about 
your American informers, they come higher 
than ours here in Ireland.“ 

This difference in the prices of informa- 
tion between the old country and America 
rs corroborated by Mr. Robert Pinkerton, 
who in chatting with the reporter on the 
subject said: “It is all nonsense talking 
about the large sums which are said to have 
been paid out by Scotland Yard. Some 
eight or nine 23 ago I was over there on 
business and Thad to get a statement from 
a crooked source. I expected to have 
to pay about £100 for what I wanted—that Is 
what it would cost me here, and I asked the 
inspector it that would be about right. He 
stared at me in horror and threw up his 
hands, saying: ‘My God, man! You ll spoil 
every thief in Eugland—410 is more than 
enough—it will be liberal.“ Of course they 
can’t buy what they want in this couptry for 
such figures, but tney do not pay much over

olygiot translators who know every toague 
under the sun are constantly at work 
turning Russian, - Hindustani, Persian, 
and Chinese into police Unglish. and 
vice versa. There are also employed 
expert cryptologists who are Bese to 
be able to unravel the blindest of ciphers; 
and it is a fact that the aid of the English ex- 
perts has been more than once cailed in by 
both Russia and Germany in this work. The 
cipher used by Scotland Yard itself is the 
oid movable keyword. The key generally 
being the nameof the place to which the 
message is sent. 

In 1883 a mailbag belonging to the British 
Embassy was captured and à number of 
cipher messages taken, some of which were 
afterward printed in Ze Figuro in Paris and 
copied into Irish and Engiish papers. One 
of these cryptograms—to show wie system— 
was as follows: 

Aaf— a—bmtp—esghc—boa—ilaon—aiaadma—

It is altogether provable that the words 
in this steganograph have been divided 
wrongly, and those who have put in some 
time upon the unriddling of the letter believe 
that the letter “a” is a non-significant, 
which has been put in only for the purpose of 


confusing the improper inquirer. 


The common police cipher used between 
the central office and the lower grade of 
officers, constables, and the like in England 
and Ireland is simplicity itself. It 
consists in ~a simple __ transposition 
of letters, for instance h“ for k and 
Ik“ for h,“ and so through the alphabet. 
This code is changed the first of each month, 
and anew key sent out from the central 
offices in London and Dubun. Almost as 
soon as it is issued it falls into the hands of 
the National League people, who also have 
their decipherers, and for any security the 
cipher gives after the third or fourth of the 
month police messages might as well be 
written io ordinary English. 

In cabiing a code cipher is used, which, cf 
course, delies inspecuuon. A specimen of this 
steganograph received in New York last win- 
ter runs thus: 

Able—desert—ocean—Chicago—manly—revolu- 
tion —siiver—Ireland—pretcnse. 

All that is known about this dispatch is 
that it certainly came from Scotland Yard to 
an English detective in New York; and that 
it preceded by a few weeks Le Caron’s de- 
parture for London. 

IN AMERICA, 

Most of the English detective work in 
America is done through the Pinkertons; 
but there are always three or four Scotland 
Yard men in the country watching the dyna- 
mite societies aud looking after their irish 
friends in different parts of the country. 
These men are chosen with great care, and 
have privileges and pay beyond their fel- 
lows. One of them who was sta 
tioned in New York last - year 
1s said . to have been paid 
$5,000 a year and expenses. How thoroughly 
the preventive work in America has been 


done is proven by the fact that not one dyna- 


mite outrage was planned or executed with- 
out information more or less full being 
cabled beforehand to Scotland Yard. In some 
cases shadows have accompanied the dyna- 
mitards from the quay in New York to the 
“ door in England, as was the case with 

r. Gallagher. Through the same agencv 
explosives and infernal machines have been 
found in spite of the most ingenious conceal- 


ment; and, indeed, so nearly omniscient has 


Scotland Yard been that many Irishmen be- 
lieve that the detectives themselves have 
provided their own work and furnished their 
own dynamite. 5 


WOMEN WHO WEAR [fIGHT SHOES. 


The Shoemakers Say It Kuins Their Health 
—A Reform Is Needed. 

„Why do women wear tight shoes?” was 
asked a leading State street bootmaker for 
tne fair sex. 

„Because they are foolish,” he replied. 
„That is the only answer I can make, but if 
I were to try to convince my customers of 
the fact I would lose their trade. The ladies 
are particular about their pet vanity and 
they pay a great deal of attention to a 
nobby and snug-fitting shape.“ 

What are the effects of wearing tight 
shoes?’’ was asked of another maker. 

„The effects are corns and diseased and 
crippled feet and continual misery. Women 
buy tight shoes because they are vain. Nine 
out of ten of the ladies who come in here 
tell the clerks they want shoes that are at 
least one aize too small for them. By dint of 
stretching and the use of powdered soap- 
stone many are enabled to get on and wear 
away shoes that are half a size or u size too 
small for them; but occasionally one is 
compelled to take the ize for 
her feet, but it is at a _ sacrifice of 
her vanity and the physical com- 
fort enjoyed does not seem to compensate 
her for her apparent mental discomfort. A 
great many ladies insist on having shoes from 
special lasts that in no wise match the shape 
of their feet, and, as a rule, they are the 
kind who want high heels, although the stilt- 
like underpinning has largely gone out of 
fashion.

PICKED UP FOR A MERE SONG. 


An Auction That Was Not Well Attended 
by the Bookworms of Chicago—Most of 
the Regular Buyers Away on Their Va- 
cations — A Comparison of the Way 
Modern and Ancient Books Sell—The 
Odd Characters That Wait for a Chance 
to Get Bargains. 


NE would think that a 
public sale at auction 
of rare old books 
would prove an at- 
traction to draw out 
antiquarians and 
bookworms by the 
score, but that it is 
not always tke case 
is proven by the ex- 
perience of a large 
auchon firm which 
held such a sale dur- 
ing the last week. 
There were but few 
of the ancient-beard- 
ed and stoop-shouldered votaries of book lore 
present and but one revresentative of the 
genus bluestocking. Such well known book 
fanciers and lovers of the quaint, rare, and 
curious in literature as Dr. Thomas, Prof. 
Swing, the Rev. Frank Bristol, Dr. Hyde, 
and others were conspicuous by their ab- 
sence, although the cutalogue of books to be 
sold contained the tities of many reaily val- 
uabie books and a number that are scarce 
and representative of almost exunct editions.

DEATH MUST BE INSTANTANEOUS, 


Howell of Johns Hopkins University 
on Execution by Electricity. 

In an interview with a reporter of the Bal- 
timore Sun Dr. William H. Howell of the 
Johns Hopkins University explained how 
the process of execution by electricity 
must result in instantaneous death if 
the connections be good. “Anybody,” said 
Dr. Howell, “who has been unfortunate 
enough to have a strong electric current pass 
through his system must suffer paralysis of 
some or allof the nerve centres. This may be 
temporary or may be permanent. If the pa- 
ralysis do not affect the vital parts of the 
human mechanism the patient may live. And 
cases are not rare of partial paralysis of the 
brain and spinal cord, impairing the subject’s 
usefulness entirely or in part during life. A 
large partof the brain proper may thus be 
affected and yet life not be extinguished, In 
the lower animals large portions of the 
brain have been removed without de- 
stroying life. There have been no ex- 
periments made to ascertain how an elec- 
tric shock stops the life processts. It must, 
however, destroy either the nerve centre 
coutrolling respiration or that controlling the 
action of the heurt, or act on both. These 
nerve centres are situated in the medulla 
oblongata, which is in the base of the brain 
at the topof the spinal columu. The action 
of a stroke of lightning or contact with a 

g current of electricity depends on the 

nstitution of the man who receives the 

shock, but mere on how the current passes 
through his body. 

In the cases of the men who escaped the 
death which met so Many others who have 
handied electric light wires the current can- 
not possibly have reached the vital spot with 
undiminished strength. The ends of the 
wire handled were partly insulated, and thus 
in most cases it is probable mat only a por- 
tion passed through the system. Even this 
current, before it reaches the medulia, must 
pass through the hands, arms, and spinal 
cord, and therefore be largely distributed 
through the body and diminished in intensity 
betore reaching the vital spot. ) 

„Ine descriptions of the apparatus in 
which the New York criminal 1s to suf- 
fer show that there is little possibility of 
his escaping almost instantaneous death. 
His head is to be invested ina metallic cap, 
and the full strength of a strong current 
sent directly through the nerve centres con- 
trolling the n.ecuauism of life. These must 
be immediately paralyzed, and the beat of 
the heart as weil as the breathing cease. The 
brain must also be entirely paralyzed at once 
and ail consciousness lost. Experimeats 
bave been made aiready with apparatus in 
the Auburn prison on large animais, and the 
death was in every instance painless and 
immediate. 6 
It bas been stated inithis connection that 
one part of the human bédy may die while 
the rest lives on and performs its normal 
functions. The physio pgist distinguishes 
between somatic death, that is death of a 

rson asa whole, and cellular disintegration. 

ne may happen without the other, though 
naturaliy to a limited extent. During the life 
of the individual! disease may interfere with 
the life process in various parts of the body, 
or baralysis may cause them to become use 
less. On the other hand; efter the deatn of 
the individual it can easily be proved that 
the cellular organization of the muscles is 
still intact, that the muscle is still alive, be- 
cause many hours after the beat of the heart 
has ceased the passage of an electric current 
through a muscle will make it contract in the 
usual manner. Blood corpuscies are said to 
lve at least twenty-four hours after the biood 
has ceased to flow. And many well substan- 
tiated cases are on record of the beurd and 
hair growing tong after the body has been 
interred. But this has no connection with the 
interference with the normal processes of 
life, the regular breathing of the lungs and 
tne pumping of biood into the circulatory 
system. hen these cease, dissolution, 
death sets in, somatic death it is calied in 
physiology, departure of the soul in re- 
ligion.”’ 

n speaking of the various methods of cap- 
ital punishment Dr. Howell expiained tne 
physiology of death by hanging and we guil- 
lotine. * When the neck is broken by hang- 
ing death is rapid and comparatively pain- 
less, because this means tne immediate de- 
struction of me medulla with its vital nerve 
centres. Butin most cases death is caused 
by the suffocation of the hanged man. It is 
the ordinary impression that such a death is 
painful. But the contrary is known, because 
as soon as suffocation begins consciousness 
of everything is lost. Tne wriggiing of the 
legs and arms is Unconscious and automatic, 
and results from the stimulation of the re- 
fiex nerve centres. Indeed, some gentiemen 
who have recently undergone tne test say 
the sensations accompanying the hanging 
are quite pleasing. 

“The French physiologists have satisfied 
their morbid curiosity by making experi- 
ments with the heads of tnose who have 
been guillotined. Science, | might say, is in 
no way benelited by such researches. It 
bas been proved that the decapitated heads 
are full of consciousness for many seconds 
after they have been severed from the trunk. 
The lower animals have also been used in 
Similar experiments. It bas been found asa 
result that the eyes and eyelids of tne sey- 
ered head will move shortiy after decavita- 
tation, quite spontaneously iu a manner 
Which argues Consciousness. For, while the 
decapitation destroys all the mechanism of 
life, the severing of the neck does not imme- 
diately affect the brain pruper, which is ine 
seat of the consciousness. So Gilbert’s con- 
ceit in the ‘Mikado’ of the decapitated head 
bowing and winking has some remote foun- 
dation in fact atter all. 

Ine most serious matter, however, in the 
three modern modes of inflicting the death 
penalty is not the sufferings of the criminal 
at the supreme moment, but the mental tort- 
ures he must undergo in the preparations 
for the death, and unnecessary amount of ac- 
quaintance he has with them for days in ad- 
vance. But even thisis of slight moment 
alongside of the shock and the demoralizing 
influence the sight or even the reading of the 
detuils has on innocent minds. The horrors 
of capital punishment may be regarded as a 
necessity for some low creatures as the only 
deterring influence. There is no possible ex- 
cuse for the exhibition of the horrible details 
or- mne publication of the same in tne public 
press. This is one of the greatest beneiits of 
the most approved method of the death pen- 
alty now about to be applied in New York.”

In a 
good many respects it corresponds with 
the posh an’ posh of the Rommany dialect 
used by English gypsies, tn which Hindi-Per- 
sian words are strangely intermingled with 
English constructions. Pidgin English is 
easily picked up by the Chinese and English- 
speakicg merchauts and is rapidly extending 
to the interior of India, so that it in part an- 
swers the same purposes that were intended 
for Volapük. Chinamen in different districts 
of China, where the native dialects vary, 
often have recourse to pidgin English. An 
illustration of the most simple form of the 
dialect may be shown in the following rhyme 
adapted from Marv’s Little Lamb“: 

Was gal named Moll, had lamb 

Fleecee alle samee white snow; 

Evly place Moll gal walkee 

Ba-ba hoppee long too. 

Mr. Charles G. Leland in his interesting 
little book called Pidgin English Sing-Song” 
has given some _— examples of the 
dialect in verse. e has made a study of 
the subject and the results of nis labors are 
some odd translations. A familiar nursery 
rhyme is rendered thus:

HOW HUGH MORRIS MADE HIS ESCAPE. 


The Story of a Welsh Bard Recalled by 
the Search for Cooney. 

The statement was made in one of the Chi- 
cago papers the otner morning that two de- 
tectives in search of Pat Cooney, who is 
wanted for complicity in the Cronin murder, 
were nicely duped a couple of weeks ago. 
As the story goes the detectives went.to the 
house where the Fox“ was staying and 
called for ther man. Cooney himself came 
‘to the door, saying: Come in. Mr. Cooney 
is up stairs. I am just going to get 
him some beer.“ Then, according to the 
report, the Fox” called out his own name 
at the foot of the stairs and proceeded to the 
saloon. The detectives waited till told by 
the landlady that the man who had gone out 
was Cooney, but he had made good his escape 
by that time. The story, however, is pot 
true; Out it calls to mind a similar case which 
occurred during Oliver Cromwell's Pro- 
tectorate.”’ 

nere was an influential **Roundhead ”’ 
called Hugh Morris, a Welsh bard, who sang 
the praises of Cromwell and the new born 
commonwealth, whose chair—a stone one 
fixed in a wall—is still preserved near a place 
Called X Pandy, in the Vulleyot the Ceiriog, 
North Waies. The nameof the farmhouse 
10 Errw Gerrig. Morris’ burdie talent got so 
hot sometimes that he would go into the 
river, ciose by, to cool off. His poetry, of 
Which there are two volumes extant, roused, 
the men and women of Wales to a high pitch 
of enthusiasm in favor of Oliver Cromwell. 
The Royalists were anxious to discover 
Hugh Morris. A company of military de- 
tectives were commissioned to apprehend 
him. It was no easy task to tind the 
farmhouse, Errw Gerrig, at that time. On 
the Great Western Railway, the original 
branch of the system, from Shrewsbury to 
Chester, there isa station at Ruabon, from 
which railway branches off through the 
Valley of Llangolten. From the same piace 
to the left, or southwest, the Ceiriog Valley 
begins, along which there is a tramway. The 
trumway starts at a pont some disiance 
from the raiiway, and passengers have to 
waik from Ruabon or else Chirk Station, a 
good way, to get to the tram-cars. The tram- 
way ends at Glyn Ceiriog, where there 
are several ravines leading to var 
ous hamlets. By following the River 
Ceiriog three miles higher up, Pandy is 
reached, where two deep ravines converge, 
and Nanthir joins the Ceinog. By crossing 
the Nanthir rivulet and following the course 
of the Ceiriog a little distance Errw Gerrig, 
the home of Hugh Morris, is reached. -The 
road is on the leit bank of the Ceiriog. 

Errw Gerrig is surrounded by high mount- 
ains. The high nose of the Nantyr branch 
of the Berwyn Mountains, at the foot of 
which Errw Gerrig lies, is covered with 
farms on the Ceiriog side; the other slope 
towards the» Nanthir rivulet being stiil a 
wilderness. Itis difficult to find the place 
even now. It was a hundredfold more dif- 
cult before there were tram-cars or railways, 
and especially so more than two centu- 
ries ago. And what added to all 
the topographical difficulties was the fact 
that the inhabitants in that partof tne country 
at that time could not speak English, and 
when the Soldiers managed to make known 
that they wanted Hugh Morris of Errw Ger- 
rig the elsh folk did not want to under- 
stand. Uitimately, however, the military 
detectives cameto Errw Gerrig, and tney 
asked Hugh Morris himself (who was at the 
time attending tothe cows) where Hugh 
Morris was. Morris pointed to a field on the 
mountain side, signifying that Hugh Morris 
was there. Thither the detectives proceeded 
in all haste, greatly elated that they had 
caught their man at last. But he was 
not caught. While they were looking 
for him Hugh Morris made his escape. 
The “unlucky ”’ detectives bad to return to 
those who sent them without Hugh Morris. 
A second company, reputed wiser than the 
first, with one of the former to guide them 
to the place, made a second attempt. They 
found the “cowman” in a fieid adjoining 
the house and demanded of him where Hugh 
Morris was. it bad not dawned on the first 
company nor on the second that the appar- 
ently ignorant cowman was the eloquent 
Hugh Morris. And, again, the man made 
signs to show that Hugn Morris was on the 
mountain top. Thither a portion of the com- 
pany of detectives proceeded. But their su- 
perior wisdom over the first iot consisted in 
their taking the cowman with them to show 
where Hugh Morris was. He led them to 
ihe mountain top and called out for 
‘“*Hugh Morris” at the top of his voice. 
While the soldiers were looking round for him 
to respond to the cowman’s call. and make 
himself visible, the cowman jumped intoa 
ravine covered with briars and crept intoa 
safe hiding piace. hey then understood that 
Several shots were 
fired into the thicket, but Morris was not 
hurt, and his pursuers were obliged to give 
up the chase. 

Hugh Morris was never captured, but from 
that time forward he was obliged to keep 
away fiom home and live in various hiding 
places, © 


The Sensational English Editor. 

W. T. Stead, the editor of the Pali Mall Ga- 
gelte, is a small, fidgety man who would not at 
tract much attention in a crowd. The Guzetie 
is well known in America, for Stead is radical, 
and his views are always put in vigorous En- 
glish, but it is not so good a newspaper as T. P. 
O Connor's Star, nor has it so large a circula- 
tion. But Stead is one of the leading journalists 
of London, and he krows more about what is 
going on in the inside than any other man on the 
press. He is one of the few English 
editors who are feared. He is fond of exploding 
dynamite, and he usually iikes to give the shock 
in high places. His office is in a dingy little 
alley off the Strand ana up a winding stuir to a 
big room, in which there is a desk httered with 
papers. The man who startled the world by his 
exposures of The Maiden Tribute“ works in his 
shirt sleeves. He talks rapidly and writes with 
ease. He boasts that he reads every newspaper 
published in London, and that no manuscript is 
returned unread from, his pffice. Most peo- 
pie are surprised that Mr. Stead is so 
well informed on all public matters, and 
few persons, even in London, know how he 
comes by his news. Ina big three-story house 
not tar from his office he keeps a lorce of women 
and girls busy reading newspapers. They get 
papers from every quarter of the globe. By a 
unique system of scrap-books every printed pa: 
agraph about men and women iu public life is 
Ciipped, properly classified. and put away for 
reference. Whenever a new man appears in 
polities, religion, art, or finance he is added to 
the list, and every vote he casts on any 
question, every speech he makes, or any- 
thing that may be printed about him is 
classified and heid ready for uge. The big house 
is filled with Clippings, and to Stead is more Val- 
uable than the British Museum. The material 18 
of great value and is insured for a large amount. 
In this building is also an interesting collection - 
of written-out interviews Mr. Stead has had with 
publicmen and women—interviews given the 
great editor, not fur publication, but for his 
own personal information. They are with all 
sorts of people, on ail sorta of topics, for Stead is 
the only English journalist who dares approach

FOR A NATIONAL EMBLEM, 


Frances E. Willard Makes a Piea for the 
Trailing Arbutus—Reasons Why the 
Goldenrod, Which Is Still in the Lead, 
Should Be Selected—A Friend of the 
Sunflower Comes to Its Rescue — Set- 
ting Forth the Claims of the Lilac and 
the Violet. 


Tue Tripunge the other Sunday published 
an article on the choice of a Natiovai flower 
in which the preferences of several corre- 
spondents were expressed. The following 
communications have since been received in 
regard to the subject: 

FRANCES E. WILLARD’S CHOICE. 

En Rovure ix PxNNSTLVANIA, June 17.—[Ed- 
itor of The Tribune.]—My voice is still for 
the trailing arbutus, and for the following 
reasons: . 

1. It incarnates heroic history. The Pil- 
grims found it first and named it for the ship 
that brought them over. It was dear to them 
as the earliest flower to greet their eyes in 
the new land. 

2. It is nobly symbolic. Out of sight, in 
the cold, and under the snow this hardy 
plant elaborates a blossom of the utmost beau- 
ty and of an exquisite perfume. 

3. Itlenasitseif readily to the purposes 
of decorative art in branch and bud, leaf and 
blossom; is not diffuse and yet has much 


variety. 

4. it is widely scattered over the conti- 
nent. (I have found it in Maine, Michigan, 
and Georgia.) It has long been celebrated 
in song and story, has no commercial sug- 
gestions like corn, or mercenary ones like 
goidenrod, and bas always aroused enthus!- 
asm pure and pronounced wherever it has 
appeared. Itis the poet’s and the people’s 
flower alike—redolent of purity and patriot- 
ism, ol modesty and strength. If it be 
argued that this flower is too modest for our 
National embiem, let us remember that it af- 
fords a creditabie offset to his majesty, the 
American Eagie. 

If I could give 10,000 votes, they should be 
for the Mayflower of the rugged hilis and 
pleasant pinewood forests—the rare, chaste, 
lovely blossom of America.

And when the sunflower 
dies, as all flowers must, she scatters the 
ground about her with large, healthy seeds, 
which are ready at the first hintof spring- 
time to rise and fili their parent’s place. It 
may be said the sunflower never dies. As 
the different centuries, each with their in- 
dividual glories, succeed each other, so do 
the sunflowers germinate, flourish, bioom, 
sow their seed, and pass away. The goiden- 
rod bas not the claims of tne sunflower. It 
is beautiful, but it has not the typical char- 
acter of the gorgeous Hilianthus.

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DUCKS RAISED BY STEAM. 


Incubator-Bred Quackers Turned Out by 
the Thousand at Easton Farm. 

Boston, Mass., June 27.—[Special Corre- 
spondence.|—Not far from this city, in the 
Town of Easton, is situated the largest 
duck farm in the worid. For years past the 
business of raising ducks for market has 
been carried on upon an enormous scale in 
this neighborhood. The biggest establish- 
ment devoted to the industry at one time was 
to be found along the shore, it being sup- 
posed formerly that the web-footed birds 
could not possibly thrive without plenty of 
water toswimin. Besides, the ocean was a 
most convenient source of food-supply in the 
shape of fish, which were caught in huge 
quantities with seines for quacking stock. 
The trouble with this method of feeding, 
however, was that the flesh acquired an un- 
desirable fishy flavor caiculated to diminish 
its selling value. Then, too, it was discov- 
ered at length that ducklings could be raised 
and made to thrive without any water facili- 


ties at all; in short, that natatory exercise 


was merely a luxury for them, and not a 
necessity by any means. And it is on this 
theory that the gigantic duck farm at Easton 
is conducted. 

Everything appertaining to the rearing of 
the ducklings is performed artificially, for 
this business is one in which art outdéoes nat- 
ure altogether. Even in old times the device 


was resorted to of employing the maternal 


offices of the hen for hatching out the duck- 
eggs and bringing up the broods. But now 
the motherly barnyard fowl has been super- 
seded by the incubator, whicn turns out the 
fuzzy little yellow creatures by thousands, 
ready to nestle under an imitauon mamma 
with steam-pipe vitals and gorge themselves 
to adult fatness on especially prepared soft 
food. The duck thus brought by patent meth- 
ods to marketable size is sure to be tender, 
juicy, and most delicate of flavor. At 40 to 
50 cents a pound it pays the producer admira- 
bly. Most breeders say that tne Pekin“ 
duck, a bird of Chinese origin, is the most 
desirable for all purposes. It is hardy, ma- 
tures early, and weighs from fourteen to 
twenty pounds to the pair.

Dynamite!“ shouted Ducey. ; 

It was thus he became known as ( 


every existing evil, real or imaginary. 


Irish patriot of the O Donovan-Rossa school 
he was a dynamiter. He lived in a sur- 
charged and explosive atmosphere and fairly 
reveied in dynamite on every occasion. 
From a plain, every-day carpenter, pushing 
his plane at the bench, he became the fierce 
walking embodiment of dynamite. As the 
chosen apostle of force he let his hair 
grow long and raised a menacing 
mustache and stage villain goatee upon 
his swarthy faee, while an unwonted glitter 
came into his coal black eyes. Although un- 
dersized, the significance of his name and 
the vigor with which he cultivated the dyna 
mite habit and shouted dynamite on every 


hight among his fellows. 
WANTED TO BLOW UP M’CORMICK. 

The most extravagant expression dy 
„ Dynamite” Ducev, so far as known, was 
made at a meeting held on the prairie near 
McCormick’s reaper works, on the “ Black 
Road,“ just before the first strike in that 
badly-troubled establishment took place, and 
long enough before the haymarket massacre 
to save Mr. Ducey any consequences in the 
triais of the assassins for his rash language. 
The system of employment at McCormick’s 
and their treatment of their men were under 
discussion by Ducey when he suddenly ex- 
claimed: I' give 8100 to anybody who will 
blow old McCormick up with dynamite!” 
Ducey immediately saw his own bad break 
and tried to crawfish, and the reporters pres- 
ent good-naturedly let him out by not pub 
lishing his sanguinary expression. 

“What kind of man is 
Duceyv?”? was asked of Joe Grueuhut, the 
apostie of the Socialists. 

He is a crank.“ rephed Gruenhut. “He 
is an Irish dynamiter and was an Anarchist 
dynamiter. He appears to have the courage 
of his convictions and spouts them publicly, 
unlike the scheming, secretive society men 
who talk behind closed doors. He is a good 
carpenter, foreman of ashop, and a stead 
workman, but agitation of some kind, wi 
dynamite trimmings, is his hobby. I remem- 


heard Ducey’s bloodthirsty expression at that 
time, as well as others, but 1 guess that was 
his worst break.“ 

„Dynamite“ Ducey’s latest prominence 
came from his peculiar ideas of matters and 
things as developed by his examination last 
week as a juror to serve in Judge Willam- 
son’s court. Two women under indictment 
for larceny were to be tried. Ducey protest 
ed against serving, and upon examination 
said he did not believe in a condition of soci- 
ety which caused pebple to steal, ard for that 
reason would not convict the women if found 


guilty. 

Judge Williamson promptly issued an or- 
der committing Ducey to jail. The irresisti- 
ble force man had run against an immovable 


object. 
THE FIRE-EATER TAMED. | 
After cooling his heels and fiery brain in 
jail overnight he entered court the next 
morning mild as a dove and meek as a teth- 
ered lamb. Ever since he has been a pitia- 


ness. His strut bas given piace to asober 
and decorous pace; he does not shake his 
mane, his mustache and imperial are less ag- 
gressive, and the wild glare of his eyes has 
softened to an expression of meekness and 
love for his fellow-man. His redundant 
nerve force, too, appea’s to have been sbat- 
tered, and when the reporter climbed the 
stairs of the carpenter shop at No. 230 Twen- 
tieth street, where he is employed as fore- 
man, and inquired for Mr. Joho P. Ducey 
the plane he was using dropped from his 
nerveless hands ana he trembi:ngly replied: 
„nat is my name, sir. What do you wish!“ 

» called, Mr. Ducey, in behalf of the pub- 
lie press to learn what you think of the laws 
and customs of this country.” 

‘I musta’t talk,” replied the shaking Mr. 
Ducey. | 

Ho you think the exercise of the judicial 
function and prerogative of imprisoning & 
man for open expression of what he con- 
siders his convictions a proper exercise of 
dejegatea power!“ | 

Mr. Ducey drew a nerveless hand across 
his dry ana bloodless lips and with an appeal 
ing glance in nis mild. gazelle-like eyes re 
plied to the inquisitor througu his chattering 
teeth: 

J am on the jury yet; I mustn’t talk.“ 


Ducey’s term of service was up, and so in- 
formed him, inquiring when he expected to 
be released. 

„Friday, rather expect; th-that is I hope 
to be, replied-Mr. Ducey, and it was plain 
to be seen that the erstwhile dynamiter was 
in athorough and abject state of subjection. 

‘*Good-day, Mr. Ducey, we are having fine 
weather, concluded the reporter. 

Good d-day, sir; I believe we are,” agreed 
Mr. Ducey.

dive travel from Clark to La Salle and 
Dearborn streets, that it is only fair to note 
that the Washington street front of the Opera- 
House lot 13 in the opision of many good 
judges steadily increasing in value. With 
the completion of the rew Chamber of Com- 
merce Building at the southeast corner of 
La Salle and Washington, and with the com- 
pletion of the West Side cable system, 
Washington street between Clark and La 
Salle is expected to become a crowded and 
busy street.

There is an abundance of 5 per cent 
money ready to go into real estate mortgages, 
and some 4 per cent loans could be placed on 
the rigut kind of security, but buyers gener- 
ally want to figure upon a 6 or 7 per 
cent basis. The talk of owners about the fut- 
ure of the city seems less seductive in the 
ears of investors than it was afew months 
ago, and is regarded as something ofaa chest- 
nut. A broker who tries to sell a property 
for twenty times the net annual income 
yielded by it has got to produce. good special 
reasons for believing that its earning ca- 
pacity is to be increased. And if 
nis reasons are sound end convincing, 
the chances are ten to one that the owner 
will give him more difficulty than the buyer. 
The holders of down-town property are be- 
yond question unwilling sellers. Most of 
them are financially able to carry their hold- 
ings, and mostof them are convinced that 
they could not turn the proceeds of 
a sale into a better form of invest- 
ment. But for the fact that many owners 
are advanced in years and are favorably in- 
clined toward investments which require the 
minimum of personal attention changes 
would be far less frequent than now and bar- 
gains even more difficult to find. 
And, as it is, the old-timers are 
growing more and more averse to 
an absolute Sale. The ninety-nine 
year lease, on the other hand, is rapidly 
gaining favor with them, and it is now the 
basis of some important negotiations, with 
desirable results in prospect that could be 
achieved in no other way. The long lease 
practically secures to the owner ali the ad- 
vantages ofa sale, provides for him a safe 
investment, and secures to his estate the fee 
in a property what will enrich the third gen- 
eration of his descendants. 
The season very properly belongs to the 
lot dealers, and the 
it. This, branch of the real estate business 
interests a bigger public than any other, al- 
though it furnishes few details of iaterest to 
the profession. The dealer has learned 


enough to satisfy him when he hears that lots

quick sale in certain neighbor- 
that prices maintain an upward 
tendency, but for the buying publie at large 
it would be possible to write many columns 
of interesting matter, expecially if one with 
expert knowiedge ventured to offer advice. 
The average lot buyer, it must pe 
admitted, is sadly in need of a 
counselor. He buys because a friend 
has bought or because a dealer has treated 
him to a picnit and assured him that prices 
would be raised all around within a week, or 
because he has suddenly resoived to save $5 
a month and has often heard it said that 
“nobody makes a mistake when he puts 
money into Chicago dirt.“ Speaking gener- 
ally, the average lot-buyer acts wisely when 


ohe makes his investment, yet he is quite 


likely to miss tne best opportunities. If he 
is tempted to pay over $10 a foot for a piece 
of the prairie leb him be sare that the follow- 
ing questions can be answered in the affirma- 
tive: Is it within half a mile of a railroad? 
Is there good natural drainage? Can good 
drinking water be obtained! Are immediate 
improvements.started in the neighborhood, 
and will they be of a good character? ‘There 
are numerous other matters which the lot- 
buyer should take into consideration, but a 
careful investigation of tose suggested will 
help him greatly to a safe decision.

THE WABASH AVENUE OUTLOOK. 

Indications are numerous of late that the 
people who have been staking money on the 
rapid development of Wabash avenue will 
soon have the correctness of their prevision 
abundantly evidenced by events. Many 
thriving retail establishments deserted State 
street last May for Wabash avenue, and the 
testimony is almost unanimous that the shift 
was advantageous, and old tenantson tne 
avenue deciare that the growth of business

is noticeable week by week, the number of 


people pussing up and down the avenue be- 
ing steadily on the increase. Bellevers in 
the future importance of the avenue asa 
business street predict that in two. or 
three years it will have lost its 
residence character as far south 
as Twenty-second sireet, being given up 
chiefly to retail stores. Business is already 
in possession down to Hubbard court, and 
shrewd investors are buying property far- 
ther south with confidence that A demand tor 
business structures will soon @fise. The Au- 
ditorium Building will undoubtedly not only 
give a permanent high character to the prop- 
erty in its neighborhood but will also great- 
ly stimulate improvements. The Libby Pris- 
on Museum just south of Fourteenth street 
can also reasonably be expected to draw 
business to the street, as the museum, be- 
sides its unique character, vromises to 
possess permanent attractions, Own- 
ers of property from: Madison street 
south are making Manyimprovements and 
additions, and it is the testimony of renting 
agencies that teuants for the new space are 
easily found. It has long been remarked in 
real estate circles that either the business dis- 
trict of Chicago must cease to grow or soon 
overflow with a rush down: Wabash avenue, 
there being no otber direction in which it can 
spread without jumping the river or tearing 
up railroad tracks. The railways, with their 
depots, switch ng yards, and warehouses, 
have practically destroyed all the land south 
of Polk street) from Canal street on the west 
to and including the west side of State 
street on the east. State street south of 
Harrison can never be more than half a 
street, and Michigan avenue will probably 
remain a boulevard. Thus Wabash avenue 
is the only street capable of de- 
coming a first-class business thoroughfare 
south of Harrison street. The situation 
which makes this conclusion seem unavoid- 
able is made clear topographically by little 
map prepared by George A. Chambers, de- 
signed especially to show the contractedness 
of the city’s business district. 

E. L. Brand, the artist, has made some in- 
vestments recently on Wabash avenue which 
are worth noting in this connection, if for 
no otner reason than because Mr. Brand has 
long been in business’ on the street and has 
had excellent opportunity to watch its de- 
velopment near gt hand. He has just com- 
pleted negotiations by which he becomes 
owner of eighty feet, east frontage, south 
of Fourteenth street, for which, in- 
cluding improvements, he paid about 
$50,000. The thirty feet at No. 1418, 
occupied by what is known as the Couch 
mansion, he boight of Mrs. Josephine Knk 
for $20,000. The next two lots on the south, 
where stood the former residences of Frank 
Stevens and Girard Foreman, he has bought 
for $30,000. Mr. Brand has just begun the 
erection of a bandsome store and flat build- 
ing on the eighty feet thus acquired, and ex- 
pects no difficulty in making the rentals pay 
him properly for his investment. Mr. Brand 
also recently bought forty feet near the Lib- 
by Prison site for $17,000. He has had expe- 
rience with Wabash avenue property, having 
put up last year a store and flat building on 
tifty-one feet of ground owned by him be- 
tween Twelfth and Thirteenth streets: and 
the ease with which all of this building has 
rented undoubtedly accounts tor his wiiling- 
ness to make still larger investment on the 
street. 

A $100.000 SALE ON RANDOLPH STREET. 

The property at Nos. 22 and 24 Randolph 
street, having eighty-one and a half feet 
frontage on Randolph and forty-eight feet on 
Dearborn place, with a building of five 
storig@tand basement, was sold last week by 
Moses Hopkins of San Francisco to E. G. 
Uinlein of the Schlitz Brewing Company for 


$100,000. The sale was negotiated by R. D. 


Hill, successor to Henry L. Hill. The prop- 
erty was bought by Mr. Hopkins about three 
years ago for $70,000 and the building has 
always attracted good tenants, the presént 
rental being $3,400 per annum. Among the 
tenants are J. 8. MacDonald, blank book 
manufacturer; John Devlin & Co., grocers, 
and George Meyer & Brother. The price 


was determined by the earu ns capacity of 


the building, and it is not easy to estimate 
the value ot the ground in relation to values 
in the neighborhood on account of the un- 
usual dimensions of the lot. The building is 
an old one and is worth between $30,000 and 
AMONG ARCHITECTS AND BUILDERS, 

The plans for C. C. Heison’s Manhattan 
Building are being rapidly pushed to comple- 
tion by Architect W. L. B. Jenney. The 
actual work of construction will begin short- 
ly. The building is to go up on Dearborn 
street south of Van Buren, and will extend 
through from Dearborn to Third avenue. 
The structure, which is to be sixteen stories 
in hight, presented a difficult architectural 
problem in the way of building suitabie 
foundations. The Como Building is on one 
side of the lot and anovher tall building at 
the other side. It would have been a difficult 
and costly piece of work to undermine the 
foundations of these two buildings so as to 
make room for a foundation strong enough 
to sustain the outside walis of tne 
new sixteen story building. The arch- 
itect overcame this difficulty, however, 
with a most simple solution of tne problem. 
Instead of running up me main walls at the 
outside lines of the lot they are to be put up 
several feet inside of the edges of the lot. 
Tuis gives plenty of space for putting in as 
massive foundations as are necessary and 
Without adding to the cost or taking any- 
thing away from the architectural strength 
of the building. This building is to be sup- 
ported throughout by an independent steel 
framework, the masonry being simply a 
fireproofing, and the strength of the build- 
ing being entirely independent of the ma 
sonry. This pian was first introduced by 
Mr. Jenney in the Home Insurance Building 
and afterwards adopted in the Rookery and 
Tacoma. A St. Paul architect das lately come 
to the front with a claim for à patent and has 
notified the Tacoma people that they must 
contribute royaliy. His claim is ridiculed by 
architects here. The Manhattan Building 
will cost about $800,000. 8

‘SPURIOUS OLD MASTERS. 


MANY PICTURES WITH NAMES Of. 
GREAT ARTISTS FORGED ON THEM, 


The Principal Victim Is the Great Master 


\Corot, Whose Works Are Widely Imi- 
tated and Sold for Genuine—Sale of the 
Secretan Collection to Begin This Week 
~Awards at the Second Annual Exhibi- 
tion of American Paintings at the Art 
Institute. 


Few American collectors have any idea of 
the number of pictures which are palmed off 
upon buyers at a high price because great 
names are forged in the corners of them. 

The manutacture of “old masters has be- 
come a veritable science, and little less skill 
is now devoted to the foisting upon the world 
of spurious Corots, Daubignys, Diazes, and 
the like. Imitators catch a few tricks of a 
great artist’s manner, reproduce them with 
endless variations, and palm them off upon ° 
buyers more eager for great names than 
great pictures. 

Corot has suffered incalculably from this 
theft of his reputation, because while the 
deep beauty und truth of his work cannot be 
caught by soulless imitators, they can handle 
with ease certain phases of his manner and 
work up landscapes which, to an eye super- 
ficial or inexper enced, as the vast majority 
of the world is, in such matters, will pass for 
genuine examples of the master. 

There are doubtless more so-called 
“Corots” in the City of New York alone 
than Corot ever painted. 

Contrary to the general impression Corot 
Was neither a swift nor a prolific painter. 
He bestowed infinite care upon his work, 
often keepiag—a picture for years in his 
studio, and working it over and over before 
being well enough satisfied to exhibit it. His 
“St. Sebastian,” now in Mr. 
Walters’ gallery in Baltimore, was com- 
menced in 1851 and first shown in tne exhi- 
bition of 1853. Fourteen years after, how- 
ever, becoming convinced of certain defects 
in the composition, the artist wrought it over, 
changing the shape of the opening in the 
trees and modifying the light. Solid years 
of work were devoted to this masters 
piece, which the great Delacroix called 
** the most sincerely religious pic- 
ture of the nineteenth century,“ and 
which illustrates the mysterious sym- 

thy of pature for the sufferings of man. 

b, and pure, and simple, there isa majesty 
and strength in this vast landscape, with its 
holy figures and poised angels, which give 
the lie to the false Corots, and prove 
that they could never have come from 
brush of this incomparable master. 
COROT A GREAT PAINTER. 

Corot was a careful and conscientious 
painter, who interpreted the glory of nature 
with a soul which disdained not her slightest 
lineament. He was no slap-dash, touch-and- 
go creator of wiid effects,“ such as some of 
the canvases signed with his name would 
lead one to believe. He worked out of doors 
and only in the early morn:ng hours, and his 
pictures were executed in no spirit of haste; 
to each one much time and thought were 
given. Thus he painted comparatively few 
pictures, and collectors who desire to possess 
a genuine Corot would do well todemand the 
history of any painting signed with his name, 
or, better yet, educate their taste to a com- 
prehension of the true beauty and value of 
his work. 

Americans have an opportunity to study 
much of his best work, so there is little ex- 
cuse for them if they are deceived. Mr. 
Walters has the St. Sabastain’’ and the 
solemn poetic Evening Star,“ which seems 
a transcript in paint of Sappho’s wonderful 
song to Hesperus. “ The oodgawmerers ’? 
is one of the few treasures in the mass of 
rubbish which covers the walls of the Corco- 
ran Gallery in Wasbington. Almost every 
city has a picture or two from the brush of 
this poet-painter, who, in serving art, never 
forgot that art is truth. In Chicago Mr. 
Henry Field owns an exquisite specimen of 
his work, a picture full of that solemn joy 
which filled the artist's soul in the presence 
of ae to whose interpretation he gave 
his life. 

The Secretan collection, whose sale begins 
this week in Paris, contains several Corots of 
great value, such pictures as Le Matin” 
and Biblis,“ affording buyers a rare oppor 
tunity toenrich their collections. Some of 
the photogravures with wich Goupil & Co. 
have illustrated the Secretan catalogue are 
exceptionally fine plates, reproducing with 
wonderful fidelity and spirit tre feeling of 
the originals. The work of Corot especially 
is rencered to the life, with a purity and del- 
icacy which could scarcely be attained either 
with the burin or the etching needle. Such 
a plate as the Biblis“ gives Corot indeed; 
bis feeling, his touch, his brushwork are 
there, and the imagination needs no goad to 
supply the color. Other plates areequally — 
Delacroix’s Tiger and Serpent“ is rendered 
with wonderful fire and brillancy. The 
Diaz subjects areadmirably done. The spirit 
of Millet lives over again in these soft trans- 
criptions from his work; it is delightful to 
see The Agelus”’ in its purity after the 
numberless reproductions, good and bad, 
which nave almost given a surfeit of the 

icture. Altogether Goupil & Co. seem to 

ave outaone themselves in this catalogue, 

and given the world some of the best photo- 

gravures ever printed. :

The sales of pictures have not been as nu- 


merous as might be desired, but the exhibi- 
tion serves to open the eyes of Chi- 
cago buyers to the fact that admirable pict- 
ures are painted in tne United States, and 
even find their way to Chicago exhibinons, 
When this fact is more thoroughly appre- 
ciated one may hope that a larger number of 
sales may reward the artists for sending 
their pictures and encourage them to give 
their best work, so that our exhibitions may 
prove as valuable as those of New York to 
students and the people. 

Mr. Thomas B. Clarke, who was appointed 
a member of the committee to award the 
Elisworth and the Art Institute prizes, found 
it impossibie to leave New,York. Thus the 
difficult duty devolved the other two 
members of the commit Mr. Charles L. 
Hutchinson. President of the Iustitute, and 
Prof. Halsev C. Ives of St. Lo tis. 

The Ellsworth prize of $300, awarded for 
the best oil painting by any living American 
citizen, painted in this country, and pot 
previously exhibited in Chicago, these gen- 
tlemen have given to Dwight W. Tryon of 
New York for his November,“ which Mr, 
Martin A. Ryerson recently bought for 800. 

DWIGHT Ww. TRYON. 

Mr. Tryon is one of the younger group of 
American painters, a member of the Society 
of American Artists, and of the American 
Water Color Society. He received medals 
from the American Art Association in 1836 
and 1887, the third Hallgarten prize from the 
National Academy of Design in 1887, and this 
year the Webb prize of $300 given annually 
for the best landscape painted by 
an American artist under 40 years of 

and shown at the i exhibition 
of the Society of American Artisis—an ex- 
hibition which was this year praised by the 
critics as the best of the year. The No- 
vember is full of tic suggestiveness of 
the dying year.

The subject is strongly and 
truly treated, the effect of light and atmos- 


phere is well reude and the coloring is 
soft and harmonious, The cture is 
not devoid of feeling, h it indicates 


more strongly technical proficiency than 
imaginative genius on the part of the artist 
who conceived and executed it.

FIERCELY ATTACK A DYING ART.

Two severe attacks have been made of late 
on the drama, which is always degenerating, 
but never was in so sad a condition as at 
present. Mr. Howells bas hardly put forth 
his dicta that for a play a plot of ~close 

texture is no more necessary than for a 
novel,“ and that the drama of the future 
will be “a prolongation of sketches,’’ like 

“The Old Homestead,” when Mr. Henry 

James comes out in the New Review and gives 

the subject the final stroke of pessimism. 

These two distinguished writers seem to 

‘despair of the drama as much as people at 
large aespair of their novels. Singulariy 
‘enough Mr. James casts his essay in the form 
of a dialogue which has not the dramatic 
qualities of clearness and strength. But 
through the mig@of verbiage the reader may 
descry some ideas like these: 

“The stage has run too much to scenery. 
Mr. James writes in London and is aiming 
‘at Mr. Henry Irving.] When the appoint- 
ments are meagre and sketchy the respon- 
sibility that rests upon the actors becomes à 
Still more serious thing, and the spectator’s 
observation of the way they rise to it isa 

pleasure more intense. The face and the 
voice are more to the purpose than acrps of 


‘painted canvas, and a touching intonation, a 


vivid gesture or two, than an army of super- 
numeraries.“ 
This is true, as all will concede who have 
‘geen oumberiess imitations of Mr. Irving’s

MUSIO TEACHERS’ ASSOCIATIONS. 


Successful Meeting of the Tilinols Organt- 
zation iu Peoria—Generail Masical News. 
The Ilinois Music Teachers’ Association 

heid its annual meeting at Peoria last Tues- 
dav, Wednesday. and Thursday. At the 
opening session Mr. O. J. Bailey of Peoria 
delivered an address of welcome which was 
hearty in its expression. The Peoria people 
also extended a welcome to the visiting 
teachers and artists, and did everything in 
their power to make their stay a pleasant 
one, besides furnishing a goodly portion of 
the talent for the concerts, and turning out 
in large numbers to attend the performances 
in the Congregational church, 

Peoria possesses an orchestra of fair size, 
known as Spencer’s orchestra, which took 
part in one of the concerts, doing creditable 
work. So did a string quartette—Messrs. 
Haroid Piowe, Hugo Laue, + wand Lind- 
strome, and Jay Plowe— which, though organ- 
ized but a short time ago, has already ac- 
quired a considerable degree of proficiency 
in the performance of that class of musical 
work. They contributed several quartette 
selections in a manner which showed appre- 
ciation of the essential spirit of quartette 
writing and the proper method of its pres- 
entauon. The playing of the organization, 
though not wholly free from crudities—as 
would naturally be the cas3 with so short 
an experience together—was nevertheless 
full of promise for the future, and 
if the players can be kept together they 
ought tosbecome an.important factor in the 
musical culture of the city. 

Quartette playing exertsan influence upon 
musical education which can be supplied by 
nothing else, and it would be a great thing 
for the futuré of American art if string quar- 
tettes could be organized in all the smaller 
places where the material exists. The 
musical life of Germany owes more than is 
usually supposed to the fact that for the last 
hundred vears or more chamber music has 
been assiduously cultivated in that country. 
In tact there is scarcely a German village of 
any size which cannot boast of its string 
guartette, sometimes semi-professional, 
but often a group o amateurs 
who find pleasure in the study. 
Some of the nobiest musical creations of the 
oid masters are to be found in the various 
forms of chamber music, especially quar- 
tettes, and modern writers are continualiy 
adding to the treasures which have been be- 

veathed to the world by Haydn, Mozart, 

thoven, and their contemporaries. 

There is no form of writing which exerts a 
more important influence in the development 
of a refined musical taste than works of this 
class, and the supply, besides being prac- 
ticallv inexhaustible, is of a kind which can 
be easily utilized by a few players of even 
moderate ability in places where a larger or- 
ganization of instrumentalists would be 
wholly impracticabie. And it is also worthy 
of note in this connection that there is 
nothing which will sooner conduct the par- 
ticipants toa high degree of proficiency in 
their art than the assiduous study of quar- 
tettes. 

In the Peoria Choral Society the city pos- 
sesses a chorus of more than ordinary efii- 
ciency. During the season which has just 
closed it has studied and performed several 
oratorios under the direction of its leader, 
Mr. H. Plowe. It furnished several 
choral selectious at the concert of Thursday 
evening, which displayed a surprising vol- 
ume of tone considering its numerical 
strength. Its attack was crisp and uniform 
to an unusual degree. which, with the qual- 
ity of tone, proved that it had been subjected 
to exceilent and intelligently directed dis- 
cipline. Among the Peoria talent who par- 
ticipated in the concerts was Miss Emily 
Allen, who played in a highly creditable 
manner two movements of Mendelssonn’s 
G minor concerto, the orchestral parts to

Carl Rosa left a fortune of £78,000, proghen Bony 
000, and from this fact adduce the assumption 
that English opera can be made to pay hand- 
somely if properly managed. But a little correc- 
tion is here necessary. Carl Rosa received the 
greater part of that amount from Parepa at her 
death—it was said at the time from £55,000 to 
70,00 —with the condition attached to it that 
the interest should be devoted to the aevelop- 
ment of English opera. Rosa made — 
some £6,000 or £7,000 a year—during the early 
part of his career, when he heid a small, inex- 
pensive company, but it is safe to Say that his 
profits Were not so large when he went into 
grand English opera and ran opera in London 
for a month during the season. Rosa is proved 
to have been a good steward, to have carried out 
conscientiously the wishes of his wife, who lifted 
him first to fame and fortune.
